ldeals, Limited. 
Wis have received from the Council of the War Memorial a copy 

of tue Constitution of that organisation, which is to be considered 
niin meetivg to be held on F bruary Sth. It takes the form of a 
Memorandum and Artic:s of Association drawn up under the 
Companies’ Acts, for all the \ orld as if the Jewish War Memorial 
were some commercial venture. And baving regard to the high 
ileals with which this enterprise was trumpeted and which it 
evoked, and to what it has now come, we really could not suggesi a 
better title—say a short title—for the Association than the one 
wilh which we have headed this Note. Ia another column we give 
the chief contents of the Memorandum as drawn up by the Solicitors 
to the Company—or rather the Association. It is a lengthy 
document, an understanding of the exact eiiecs of the provisions 
of which would need a close study, preferably with professional aid, 
Ye this Constitution—this Memorandum and Articles of Association 
—isto be presented within a fortnight of its having been circulated 
to the Press to the Council for its approval, withoutany opportunity 
being given for its study or appreciation by the subscribers to the 
Fund, certainly not by those who were induced to support it by the 
seductive eloquence of the Ciimr RAbet on his famous journey to 
the Antipodes. Who ofthose who subscribed to this War Memorial 
Fund, we wonder, ever thought that it would resolve itself into a 
limited liability concern,a kind of trust, or perhaps, for aught we know 
of its provisions, which reached us but a few hours before we went to 
presa, a kind of benevolent ring, or an essay in beneficent autocracy 
app'ied to matters communal? We doubt, besides, whether its 
promoters themselves have any very clear idea, even now with the 
Momorandum and the Articles of Association before them, of what 
the object of this Jewish War Memorial is. Vor we see that the 
Memorandum states that the first of the objects of the Association, 
the one that necessarily governs the whole concern, is as follows: 
To commemorate the services rendered by Jews to tho British 
Empire in the War of 1911-18 by establishing in connection with 
Jowish education and Jewish worship an organisation which shall 
carry on Jewish tradition as the permanent ennobling force in tho 

lives of Jows of the British Empire. 

Now what those words mean we are frankly at a loss to understand. 
They would form a task in philology that would puzzle even the 
fifty yeaxs’ experience (and his no mean accomplishments in the 
science) claimed by Mr. LAurRig Maanus, They are just words, 
merely words strung together without rhyme and without reason. 
Were there any services rendered to the British Empire in the 
war by Jews as contradistinguished from those of all other 
citizens? Assuredly they were not rendered by Jews as Jews; 
even the Jewish chaplains did not always accomplish that. Zhe 
section of the vast British Army that fought in the 
their services as Jows were the Judeans, 
thea majority of whom, bowever, wore not Jews of the British 
iimpire. So we might analyse this governing object of the Asso- 
ciation aud seek im vain for any precise sense of its words, or 
what in the name of all that is English, is meant by carrying on 
Jewish Tradition as the permanent ennobiing force in the lives of 
tho Jows of the British Empire. Since when has Jewish Tradition 
—eveu if we could fix the exaci meaning of the expression—been an 
ennobling force, permanent or otherwise, in the lives of the Jews of 
tie Rrilish Empire in any sense that it has not been the ennobling 
force in tha lives of the Jews of, say, Germany or Soviet Russia? 
Why then claim it for the Jews of the British Empire? Yet it is 
this sheer gibberish seb forth as the governing object of the 
Association, and which, we have ventured to suggest, will come to be 
kuown as Ideals Limited, let us hope not unduly limited—it is an 
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Organisation with this inexplicable purpose which is being foisted 
upon the Jewish Community as if it were atrading company. I6 is 
this the subscribers are to accept in redemption of all the ornate 
and hectic promises with which they were plied by its promoters, 
Surely in the interests not alone of the War Memorial but of 
common sense and common amenity, time should be allowed to 
elapse, before this precious legal instrument is accepted, suflicient 
for its proper consideration by the subscribers.

A Conversionist Trap.

TRAP is none the less a trap and is none the less capable of 
entrapping the unwary when the device is not set for the 
purpose, or when the purpose for which itis set is thought 
to be a worthy one. We need not, therefore, trouble our- 

solves to argue the intentions of those responsible for what is termed 

‘the Messianic Fellowship,” in connection with which itis proposed to 

establish what is to be known as an autocephalous Hebrew Christian 

Church. There, bowevor, can be little doubt in tha mind of anyone 

eho learns the objects and aims of this Fellowship that its effect 

rust be, if it succeeds, to pervert Jews away from Judaism and to 

‘nduce them to adopt a new kind of religion which, if not in the 

foll sense Christianity, is in the most cowplete sense noi Judaism. 

ub there are elements in this new organisation in the way 

‘» which its aims and purposes are declared and in 

‘ne’ yaanner in which its motives are set forth, that ara 

sory likely to entrap the unwary, or to seduce weaklings from their 

silesianee to Judaism, And an explanation of the movement 
will, it is hoped, prove of some use in warning all and sundry of the 
nature of the Messianic Fellowship. 


Yowards the end of last year the Bishop of Siepney, who is 
vsistent advocate of the active conversion of Jews, issued a 
cta ement commending the new organisation. He said that 
it bad been started because “there has been growing up 
». conviction that not until there is a body of Hebrew Christians, 
with their own rites in their own language, wiil there be much 

» yess in the evangelieation of the Jews.” He further sought to 


pe 


justify his support of Jewish perversion by speaking of ihe 
cnique contribution that the Jew—as a Jew-—has to bring 


to the Chureh of Christ.” He then went on to aunounce that 
the Rev. Paul Levertoff was to bo a Director of Work among 
Jews in East London, and that it was hoped soon to be able to 
cecure for bim a church entirely surrounded by a Jewish population, 
‘co that there may be, amid the twenty thousand Jows in East 
London, a Hebrew Christian Church with a Hebrew Christian priest 
in charge, where services shall be in the Hebrew language.” Ia 
‘urtherance of this project, the Messianic Fellowship to which I 
hove alluded was formed, and the Rev. Paul Levertoff was appointed 
The aims and objects of this Fellowship were published, 
aud (hey were stated in a manner that I do not hesitate to say was 
deceptive; and if they were not designed as they were for the definite 
purpose of putting a stumbling-bloek before the eyes of the blind, 
it certainly would be difficult to imagine how, if that had been 
tle object, they could have been given in terms more likely to 
accomplish that end. 


The Messianic Fellowship. 


There is no word in the programme of the Messianic Fellowship 
about the evangelisation of Jews, of which the Bishop of Sicpney 
spoke. Neither is there anything about the Hebrow Clristian 
Church; nothing except that which . uld be calculated to lure Jews 
into the Messianic Fellowship under the notion that if was a body 
absolutely neutral, as between Judaism and Christianity. It is not, 
however, surprising to find that certain expressiona that are used 
in this programme, such as “the Kingdom of God on Earth,” 
“Faith in the knowledge of God and His Messiah,” are proof of 
the real sim and tho real object that are sought to be concecled. 
How could the Rey. Paul Levertoff, to say nothing of Mrs, Soman 
and the Rev. Canon T. Hands, who are ofiicially connected with if, 
promote a Messianic Fellowship, if Messianic with them did not 
refer to the Christian idea of the Messiah, or if by the kingdom of 
God on earth was not contemplated the idea that Christians hold 
is to the triumph of Christianity over mankind? There, is surely, 
ample and to spare in the origin of this movement, as told 
in the Bishop of Stepney’s pronotincement as well as in the pro- 
gramme of the Messianic Fellowship, to which I have alluded, to 
show that the whole of it is yet another attempt to pervert our 
people, aud to lead them away from Judaism in the hope, I doubt 
not, that having reached the sort of halfway house of Hebrew 
Christianity, as ib is called, they will gradually be induced to 
eiubrace the dominant faith and to reject Judaism. 


We may believe that the people connected with the movement 
are sincere in their purpose, and really think that they are doing 
the work of God in thus detaching Jews from their ancient faith. 
But, none the less, they are in fact doing the devil's work; for they 
are seeking to snatch from us the weak and the unwary, to steal 
Jewish souls and rob unthinking Jews of the precious heriiage 
to which they were born. It is not surprising that those who are 


at the back of the movement are resorting to the most sneaking 
devices for inducing people to think that this Fellowship is a kind 
of common platform for the promulgation of Jewish equally with 
Christian views. I have a card before me of invitation to @ 


“Fellowship” dinner, and after tho men!, the card announces, 


thera was to bo a discussion on “Soma Agreomenis and 
Differences between Judaism and Christianity.” Both Hebrew 
aud Gentile guesis are invited to take part, and so absolutely 
unbiassed either towards Judaism or Christianity do these people 
Wish to soem that they announce that a Iebrew and a Gentile 
member of the Fellowship will be asked jointly to preside! I think 
i have said enough to show that the Messianic Fellowship must be 
recognised to be, upon even the least careful consideration, a 
mere perverting device, an attempt to wean Jews from Judaism, 
& movement designed because more open methods ef perversion 
have, as the Bishop of Stepney confesses, so far failed that there 
were encugh Jewish souls to bis bag 


To Wara Jews. 


The new device will, | venture to prognosticate, prove as futile 
and, from the point of view of those behind it, as disappointing as 
have all other methods to which would-be perverters of our people 
have resorted. And one of the ways to ensure its failure is by 
exposing its true objects, as I have ventured to do, and, so to speak, 
out of the very mouths of those who are pursuing them. To the 
gtalwart Jew, to the Jew who knows anything of. Judaism, its 
traditions, its meaning, ita obligations, and its true position amoung 
the religions of the world, there is no need for auy warning about 
this Messianic Fellowship, with its Hobrew Christian Church, its 
insidious pretences, and its protestations of innocence of anything 
iu the nature of converting purposes. But there are those among 
our people who, in reepect to religious faith; are morally 
halj and lame, as are people with their limbs atrophied 
physically disabled. They can neither struggle in their own 
behalf against the least force that is brought against them, 
nor ure they able to stand up of themselves without the help 
of others, or of some artificial aid. Thero are those, too, who are 
poor and fall an easy prey to the material aiiurements of com- 
forting companicnship, if not of more material attractions. There 
are those again who aro careless, and walk blindly and are dis- 
regardful of the traps that are set for their souls and their spirits. 

All these need warning of the true nature of this Messianic 
Fellowship and this autocephalous Hebrew Christian Church. 
If thera were any doubt about the matter, it would ba removed by a 
perusal of the letter which the Rev. Paul Levertoff had the 
temerity to send to yesterday's Jewish World. He had been accused 
by that paper of being head of an: organisation the purpose of which

was the perversion of Jews; and so enamoured is ho of his 
mission, so ununble to see anything but the good purposs 
which he doubtiess believes in, that he, notwithstanding all 
that was explained by the Bishop of Stepney as to the 
purpose of this movement, ventures sedu!ouslyto deny that he wishes 
to pervert or to proselytise Jews! He has the temerity, too—lI forbear 
from using a stronger word—to cite Mr. Claude Montefiore’s 
writings as evidence in his behalf, and to suggest that materialism, 
vulgarity, worldliness, and indifference cannot be fought by Jews 
unless they leave Judaism. His letter, which is answered by the 
Jewish Worid and is shown to be the petard upon which be himself is 
hoist, is as disingenuous as the programme of the Messianic Fellow- 
ship, and as insidious as the whole scheme of the Hebrew Christian 
Church as outlined by the Bishop of Stepney. It was in 
view of his letter in yesterday's Jewish World that I slightly 
altered what I liad previously intended to write, so as to emp'oy the 
term pervert to which he takes such palpably absurd objection, 
There is no more that need be said about the whole of this matter 
now, except to warn Jews to give the concern a wide berth, to spurn 
it as an unholy and a dangerous thing, and to refuse to be lured 
into the trap which it affords and the meshes which it constitutes, 
notwithstanding all plausible insinuations and the friendly-couched 
arguments by which the invitations of the organisation are put forih 
to: Jews. There is just this, however, that I would urge: It is 
manifest that the organisation has behind it considerable support, 
and is not without considerable funds, , I would ask whether thero 
is no organisation in our Community that deems it its duty to shield 


the weak and the unwary of our brethren from the perverter’s spider 


web entanglements, to guard them from bis attempts to seduce 


‘Jewish souls, and to bring misery and unhappiness into Jewish 


lives. With profound respect I especially would direct this enquiry 
to our Chief Rabbi and his colleagues in the Anglo-Jewish Ministry, 
whose first cure must surely be to see to it that noue of their flock 
are led away from the ancient paths of the great faith which should 
be prized as at once the most precious asset, as it is the surest 
shield, of all the children of our people.

Not only was she possessed of consider- 
able Rabbinic knowledge, but she delighted to engage in a discussion ona 
point of Talmudic dialectic; and it was both entertaining and instructive 
to listen to her while she stoutly maintained her views against those of 
the learned Dayan, her husband. She greatly admired scholarship, and 
encouraged the students she knew toaim high. Whenever I came to her 
with the news that I had been successful in a University examination, 
she would add to her words of congratulation, “ Yuu must not be satisfied 
= until you have gained your Doctorate.” She exemplified in a remarkable 
=e Manner the Rabbinic aphorism, W'S V 3, “A man’s house is his wife,” 
we Sud her passing leaves an irreparable gap in a house which was truly 
a O°D392 Wi V3. The impression of her piety and culture, of her 
uofailing kindness and charming personality, will remain among my 
abiding memories.—From the Rev. Dr, A. COHEN.

Society of Graphic Art. 
JEWISH EXHIBITORS. 


The “oclety of Graphic Art, which was founded three yoars ago by 
Mr. Frank Emanuel (now Vice-President), is holding its annual exhibition 
at the Suffolk Street Galleries, Pall Mall. Sanity is the key-note of the 
show, which demonstrates many varieties of illustrative m« thod, but 
almost every example is distinguished by good draughtamanship which, 
one gathers, it is the aim of the Society to foster. Mr. Frank Emanuc!l is 
well represented. A delightful etching “Caudebec” (66) shows an old- 
world street, with those gables and roofs which he scems to hava 
made it his special métier to depict. In somewhat different style isa 
pencil drawing ‘‘The Compas 4’Or Paris” (1221) in which inter- 
laced beams supporting the entrance to an old miarket-place are 
admirably done. But Mr. Emanuel is seen at his best in a pen drawing 
of “White Horse Yard, Edinburgh” (262), in which some strong 
lighting contrasts are introduced. He ia not quite so successfal to the 
aquatint medium, “ Challow Farm, Corfe” (271), though all these examples 
ot his work reveal his sureness of touch and sense of atmosphere, itis 
brother, Mr. Charles Emanuel, who enriches the exhibition by a collection 
of drawings by Charles Keene, sends two dainty penci! skorches of his 
own, “ The Canal” (243) and “La Ville Close, Concarnesu” (244), In the 
former the reflections in the placid water are admirably done. Miss 
Flora Lion is represented by a couple of portrait studies, “ Miss Connie 
Ediss” (219) and “Eliza” (218), both of which are somewhat dis spoointing 
and unconvincing. Mrs. Da Fano (Dorothea Landau) shows some delicate 
portraiture, worthy of Simeon Solomon at his best, and Mr. A. M. P* cker 
has some strong work, notably a Beethovenesque portrait study, “The 
Professor” (146). Mr. H. Cutner sends two quaint etchings, full of 
bumour, though many wil! find them too “ecarly-Victorian.” The c/ef 
d’ceuvre of the exhibition is Mr. Hassell’s pathetic cartoon, “The 
Silence” (147).

A letter was read from thd Rev. Michael Adler, D.S.0., in reference 
to a statement made at the previous meeting that the visiting magistrates 
had met with difficulty in arranging for a Jewish minister to hold regular 
services at Wormwood Scrabbs Prison. Mr. Adler wrote that this was 
not correct. He had been visiting the prison for many years and held 
services. The United Synagogue had arranged for someone to hold 
Sabbath services, and there was onlya certain period in 1922 when no one 
was available, 


Naturalisation and Deportation of Aliens, 


The following joint report from the Law and Parliamentary and Alien 
Committees was presented.: — 


The Committees met on December 28th at the Central Synagogue. 

The Committees have considered seriatim the following resolutions of 
the Board: 

1. That the Law and Parliamentary and Aliens Committees examine what 
stops can be taken to avoid onreasonable delays in granting naturalisation to 
appiicants who have complied with all the requirements and formalities and do 
report within two months. 

2. Thatthe Law and Parliamentary and Aliens Committee examine what 
steps can be taken to remove the harsh restrictions imposed on Aliens resident 
in this country, under the Aliens Order, 1920, together with the powers conferred 
on the Secretary of State to order deportations without trial and do report 
within two months. 

As regards resolution No. 1, the Committees resolved that the delay in 
granting naturalisations was a serions matter affecting a large number of 
persons, many of whom were of the\Jewish faith, and resolved to recom- 
mend to the Board tliat a letter or memorandum should be addressed to 
the Home Secretary, requesting an interview and begying for expedition in 
making the grants, submitting examples of various typed of cases in which 
delays constituted exceptional hardship, and suggesting that, if the present 
congestion of applications should make some delay inevitable, until the pressure 
was removed a definite time should be fixed within which every applicant should 
be entitled to know what decision had been arrived at in his case. 

Mr. Michael Levy and other members of the Committees promised to 
Solicitor and Secretary with cases falling within the categories 
referr 

As regards the second resolution, the Committees recommended that a 
letter or memorandum should be addressed to the Home Sacretary, asking for 
the reception of a smal! deputation on the subject of the power vested in the 
Home Secretary of deporting aliens. 

Mr. A. RosBens, UL.B. (Dalston), pointed out that the fee for 
naturalisation had boon raised since the war, and there were a number 
of applications, still undecided, which had gone in bafore the change. 
He asked whether, in any representations that might be made to the 
Home Secretary, it could be suggested to him that these applicants 
should be charged on the lower scale. 

The PRESIDENT said that it was almost impossible to imagine that 
they could succeed in that. The delays were caused on the ground of 
expense, and it was not likely that the Home Secretary would agree to 
forgo any part of the present charge. 

Mr. Ernest LESSER (United Synagogue) suggested that they should 
endeavour to be associated with other bodies in regard to deportation, 
which was not exclusively a Jewish question. The powers exercised by 
the Home Socretary were so entirely alien to the spirit of the British 
Constitation and really so uttor'y reteograde that he could not help think- 
ing that their represontatives should bo conpled with those of other bodies, 

Sie M. SamMvues (Shephord’s Bash) supported this suggestion. 
He sald that in France there was «1 Leagua of the Rights of Man which 

would have taken up such a matter. Hs thought the Fabian Socioty 
might co-operate. 
De. 8. DAatcHes (Loeds Beth Hamedrash) urged that the Deputies 


were quite competent to act alone. The whole of the aliens question was 
not specifically Jewish, but Jews wore involved. 

Lord ROTHSCHILD (Manchester Groat) said that he felt evs 
Sympathy with Mr. Lesser’s suggestion, aud would do his best to further 
it. He pointed out, however, that they had to deal with a Conservatiy, 
Government and a strong anti-alien and anti-Semitic eiement, which 
might raise difficulties if the matter were raise in Parliament. 

Tho PRESIDENT promised that the suggestion would be considered, 

The report was adopted. 


Law and Parliamentary Commiitec. 


The following report from the Law and Parliamentary Comm!tto, 
was submitted: 

The Committee met on the 16th January at the Spanish and Portugues, 
Synagogue, Heneage Lane. The Chief Rabbi was present bry invitation. 

1. The Committee considered in conference with the Chief Rabbi the 
application of the Swansea Beth Hamedrash for a Certificate for the purpose of 
obtaining a Secretary for Marriage Recistration purposes. The arrangements 
for Jewish. marriages appeared to be adequate in Swansea and the Committe 
considered it unlikely that it will be possible for 2 second Marriage Secretary to 
be appointed. 

2. ‘The South African Jewish Board of Deputies forwarded to the Boar) a 
request that assistance be given to a Mrs. Wolpert, resident in South Africa, to 
obtain a “*Get’’ from her husband who was serving « sentence in an Eng!is\) 
prison. 

It appeared that the proceedings which the wife had instituted fora civi! 
divorce in South Africa would uot be comp'ete for sorns considerable time, and 
it was decided to reply that the practice in this country is that proceedings {or 
**Get’’ cannot be taken until after the production of a decree absolute of a 
Civil Coart. 

8. The Committee considered an application reccived from a Mr, 
Abrahamson that the Board won!d assist him in tracing a sup will of his 
late father and the real estate which the deceased was believe! to have possessed 
in Palestine. [t was resolved that no matter of public interest was involved, 
and that therefore the application was outside the parview ofthe Board Advice 
was, however, given to the applicant as to a course open to him. 

4. The Committee considered the refusal of the Bishop of London to sel! 
a church in Endell Street for the purposes of a Jewish synagogue, and was of 
opinion that the refusal appears to be within the Bishop’s discretion and that 
no action is desirable, 

5. The Committee considered a lettor from the Registrar-Goneral relative 
to the registration of marriages at the Philpot Strect Synagogue. The 
Registrar-General specified certain irregularities which had taken place and 
requested the assistance of the Board in securing the more efficient registration 
of morriages at such synagogne, amongst other grounds, in the interest of tiie 

rties who were desirous of being married there. The Committee had be! ro 
hem the complaints of the Registrar General and a letter giving exp'anat in 
in regard thereto from Mr. Kaliski, the Neoretary for merriage revistration 
—- of the synagogue in question. After full investigation the Committee 
ecided torecommend to the rd that the following letter should be written 
to Mr. Kaliski :— 

Dear Sir,—The Board has considered your letter of the 15th January, 1923, 
and the complaints of the Registrar-General (of which you have been informe) 
in regard to your performance of the duties of “ecretary for marriage registra. 
tion purposes of the Phiipot Street Synagoyne. 

The Board have come to the conclusion that it is desirable that you shou! 
resign rome office as Secretary for Marriage registration purposes, aud requests 
you s9 todo. 

They feel it their daty to point ont to you that one of the irregularities 
complained of woald, if committed wilfully, constitute a felony, and therefore 
render you liable to a prosecution. 

Iam further instructed to add that the Registrar-General has informed ‘he 
Board ag he takes a serious view of the other irregularities which have 
occurred. 

I shall be glod if you will inform the Board at an early date whether you are 
complying with its request. 

Mr, C. WaLEY COuEN (Central), commenting on the matters dealt with 
in the report, referred to the quastion of the Bishop of London’s refuses! 
to allow disused church premises to be need for the purposes of a syna- 
gogue. He said that there was a good deal of history attaching to this 
refusal. Some years ago there was a question of a Protestant church 
being sold to the Catholics, and he did not think they cou!d interfere with 
the discretion of the Bishop in the exercise of his powers. If he sold 


the property to people for ¢ pablic-housge or a kinema, that was his owa 
affair. The question of Mi. Kaliski was a very serious matter. Ilo 
personally wished that the whole matter cou!d have been settied withont 
bringing it pubiicly before that body, but the Committee considered tht 
aywnatter of such seriousness ought to be brought before the Deputies, aod 
he hoped they would support the Committee’s recommendation. The 
Marriage Secretary of the Philpot Street Synagogus had been there fora 
great number of years, and when they were discussing this matter the 
Committee took that into consideration in his favour, and it wis 
only with the greatest reluctance that they decided that the best course 
was to write the lettor, a draft of which appeared in the report. jhe 
immediate cause of the action of the Registrar-General was that 4 
marriage was celebrated and registered when the licence papers had 
expired. The Committee had been actuated by two considerations. 
They had first to protect the residents in the neighbourhood. The dutis® 
of a Marriage-Secretary were very simple, but they required to be 
scrupulously catried out, and carried out with meticulous care. If not 
persons might fad that they had not been legally married at ali. ‘Tho 
penalties imposed under the Act were tntroduced on account of the very 
great hardship which would be tinposed on persons who thought thas they 
were legally married, and then found out afterwards that the suppo-:ed 
marriage was irregular. This was of particular importanco in the case 
of a synagogue like Philpot Street, where a great many of the constitucnts 
were not wealthy, aod not familiar with the regulations in regard to the 
certification of marriages. There had been a previous e1se in 1917, and 
he thought it was absolutely essential that Pailpot Street should have 
another Marriage Secretary. This privilege of registration at the syns 
gogue was a very valuable one, and one that they would be very loi! to 
loss, either generally or ia any individual cass. As the gaardians of that 
right, they ought to be particalarly carefal in insistiag that the duties 
were properly carried ont, and in seetag that if they were nod properly 
carried out the individual concerned was replaced by someboty 
had the confidencs not oaly of his constituents, bat also of the Rogistrar 
General. 

Mr. 8. E. De HAAs (Christchurch, N Z.) asked why this geutiemss 
had not boen at once removed, secing that his action reflscted on tho 
Deputies. 

The PRESIDENT said that Mr. Kaliski was gotting old, and had 
appointed a deputy on occasion who was incompotent. He had boed 
appointed many years ago. 

Tho report was adopted.

Provided always that the activities aud inastijutions which tha 
Association shall have power to initiate and or support shal! ba sach as 
conform with the belief an 1 practice of Orthodox Jewish Congrogationg, 
except that the Association shall havo power bo initiais aad or support 
any institntions and/or activilicsin connectioa with other coagrega‘ions, 
bodies or localities for the time beiag reprosented on the Association. 

The income and proporiy of the Associatioa aro to be applied solely 
towards the promotion of its objects, and non» member ts to derive any 
profit therefrom. In the event of the wiadiag up aad dissolutioa of the 
Association, every momber undertakes to contribute towsris the dis- 
charge of any debts aal liabliittes. Auy property remaining on winding 
up and dissolution is tobe transferred to somo institation or institutious 
with similar objosts as may be determined by the mombers, or ia default 
thereof by a Juige of the High Court wao may have jurisdiction ia the 
mattey. If effect cannot be given to this provision the property is to go 
to some charitable object. 

The Articles provide that for the purposes of registration the 
number of members of the Association is declared to ba 250, bat the 
Executive Committee may, whenever it thinks fit, register 49 increass 
of members. The Executive Committee as at preseat constituted forms 
the first Executive. The mombers of the Association are to consist of 
(a) the sigaatories to the Memorandum and Articles of Association; 
(b) elected members; and (c) co-opted mem ers who ua lortake to contri- 
buto to the assets inthe event of dissolution. Mombership of tho Council 
and Executive is to last for three years, a third of the membors retiring 
in each year. The first Secretary of the Association is B.A. Fersht. Tho 
Articles embody standing orders of procedure.

THE BLOOMSBURY SYNAGOGUE INCIDENT, 


MR. J. E. BLANK AND THE BURIAL BOARD. 


We havo received from Mr. Libgott, the Senior Troasuror of the 
Foderation Burial Society, a communication in reference to the matter 
advorted to by our contributor, “ Mentor,” last week, when he cailod 
attention to the question that has arisen between Mr. Robert Katz, the 
Bloomsbury Synagozuo, and th» Federation Bafial Society. The letter, 
howover, is not conchedin terms that we deem admissible to our columns, 
We therefore do not publish Mr. Libgott’s communication, but the gist 
of it is that the matter in referonce to Mr. Katz was considered by a Su- 
Committee of the Burial Socicty last week, when the President and Secre- 
tary of the Bloomsbury Synagogue attended and produced documontary 
evidonce, the perusal of which rosulted in the Sab-Co:nmittee unanimously 
rezolving that the two Treasurers should siga an offitial statemont “that 
the attack on the Secretary was tinjnstified.” He adds: 

The honorary officeraof the Fe leration had previously had the matter under 
their consideration so far as it affected the Federation, and camo to the 
Oouciasion that the action of the Secretary of the Feleration was regular, 
proper, and in accordance with the instractions he had received. 

We have also recoived a letter from Mr. M. Jacobowitch, of 1, Bedford 
House, New North Street, Bloomsbury, who tells nus that he is the 
Warden, “and the only Warden,” of the Bloomsbury Synagogue, and that, 
50 far from his being in any way responsible for the trouble or the 
disagrec:nent with Mr. Katz, he does not know that gentleman, has never 
seca him, did not know that he was ever a member of the synagogue, 
bad never been approached by him, and was never interviewed by his 
solicitor. It would appear that the gentleman who has boen referred to 
as Warden is Mr. P. Levison, the President of_the synagogue, and it is 
regrettable that the term “ Warden” was used inadvertently. For it was 
mate to appear that Mr. Jacobowitch, and not Mr. Uevison, was the 
Honorary OMicer referred to. 

Farther, we have been favoured by a visit by Mr. Levison and the 
Secretary of the synagogue, the Rev. H. Cooper. These gentlemen 
informed us that the whole matter had arisen from a misunderstanding. 
They said that it arose in this way: Some tims ago the Rev. Mr. 
Goldstein, the Burial Rabbi of the Federation, called their attention to 
the fact that their synagogue was not represented on the Burial Com- 
mittee, and that he had ascertained that Mr. Robert Katz won'd be 
wWiliing to become a momber and to act as Representative. Mr. Goldsteia 
was asked whether Mr. Blank, the Secretary of the Federation, had been 
apprised of the proposed appointment, and he gave the assurance thas 
Mr. Blank had expressed his consent. But this Mr. Goldstein suhse- 
quently strenuously denied. However, when Mr. Katz was elected, 
Objection was <saken to his being Ropresentative at the Burial 
Board because, so it was stated, he was connected with the Taimud 
Torah Trust, between which and the Federation there had been some 
misunderstanding. Mr. Levison and Mr. Cooper explained that they 

. Were informed that, for that reason, it would be inimical to the interests 

of the Federation for Mr. Katy to hold the position of Representative. 

Whey, therefore; not wishing to do anything that would be, as wag 

represented tothem, against theinteresta of the Federation, returned Mr. 

Katz the ch quae he had sent for his membership dae, and asked him to 

let the matter be at an end. They admitted that they were induce’ to 

take the action they did because of the caveat raised by Mr. Blank, 
although they would not go so far as to say that they had admitted that 
it was done with a desire to please him. It would appear, therefore, 
from what Mr. Levison and Mr. Cooper say, that the Bloomsbury Syna- 
gogue was lei innocently into a dispate with Mr. Katzthrongh a misnuniler- 

Standiug of what they had been told by the Rev. Mr. Goldstein. Bat, of 

Course, there was no explanation offered for the remarkable courae 

which ws taken of cancelling the membership that h2d been eccorded 

to Mr. Katz and his.election as Representative on the Burial Committes.

and I have never seen any committee, which was more of a “one man 
show.” Any member who ventured to differ from Mr. Blank, the 
Secretary, soon found himself in an intolerable position. The Presi lent, 
‘Lord Swaythlicg, so far as I recollect (I left the Board in 1912), never 
aticuded a single meeting, and never interfered to prevent Mr. Blank 
from dominecring at the Board. 

Those who knew the late Mr. Joseph Victor-remember the cxtra- 
ordinary treatment which he received at the bands of Mr. Biank, The 
latter exercised his arbitrary veto against Mr. Victor in exactly the samo 
Way as he is now doing in the case of Mr. Robert Katz. 

What was particularly objectionable was the open dislike of Mr. 
Blank for “foreign Jews” as he cilled them, although the Federation 
Graws all its revenue from “ foreiga Jews.” 

It was due to Mr. Biank's “ bossing ” ways that one of the largest of 
its con*titnent syn agogues, 45a one of the founders of the Federation, the 
West End Talmad Torah, was compelled to withdraw from the Federa- 

Slow and parchase a burial-ground of its own. Nearly twenty other 
constituent syoagogues of the Federation have since formed the new 
Burial Society (known as Chesed Veometh), because of their dissati«f1G0- 
tion with the admiaistration of the Federation, and particularly owing to 
the dictatorship of Mr. Blank. 
I entirely agree with “ Mentor’s” suggestion that the matter shoud 


be taken up by the Reth Din. I happen to know, howevor, that the fey _ 


Din was held in scant respect by Mr. Blank afew years ago. He definite 
refused to appear before the Chief Rabbi, or even before the Rabbi of ths 
lederation itself—Dr. Jung. 

It is a mattor of pubdiiciaterest that the fu'lest light should be foonsasg 
upon the doings of the Federation, and it is because of that that I writ, 
thus opealy aud without fear.

(1) It is admitted by the Bloomsbury Synagogue that they hares 
nothing whatever against my client, and that he is a perfectiy Ot ang 
proper person to represent them at the Burial Board. That being gs», 
there is no explanation of their cancellation of bis election @xccpi cutsite 
pressure, This pressure they admit to emanate from Mr. Blank. Mr, 
Katz was invited to become their delegate. Where and how does the 
misrepresentation arise? If there is any just ground for objecting to Mr, 
Katz, whether by the Bloomsbury Synagogue or the Burial Board, thrir 
plain duty is to inform me or my client. I have given them amp’'s 
opportunity to explain. As a Jew, I should deplore the necessity of 
bringing the matter before the Law Courts, and my client is of the sams 
opinion. They have not repudiated any of the statements in the letters 
of my client or myowa. Their silence is eloquent. 

(2) They now deny that anybo1y ioformei them that the Federation 
would fleht theircase. Toais douial comes rather lateintheday. It is 
more thao a month since they mide the statement to mein my office. 

(3) My client offerei t> appear before tne Honorary Olicers woca 
the matter affecting his honour was uader discussion. The offer was 
refused, and the resolations were passed without any attemp* to ascrr. 
tain my client’s account of the position. This conduct speaks louler 
than words. 

I am awaiting Lord Swaythling’s reply to my letter in regard to the 
whole matter. I caaaot balicve that he desires the matter to ba brougat 
to the Law Courts.

Anglo-Jewish Association. 


ANNUAL REPORT, 


The annual meeting of the Anglo-Jowish Association will be holg 
next Sunday morning, iu the Council Chamber of the Central Synagogue, 
Hallam Strect. Mr. Osmond E. d’Avigdor Goldsmid wil! deliver his firs 
presidential address, in moving the adoption of the fifty-first annua) 
report. 

The annual report opeas with the following passage: 

The year paseed under review in the present report was happily not marked 

by attacks on the lives and property of the Jews in thecountries which formerly 
were notorions in this direction. Dat attacks upon their civil and politica) 
rights were alinost incessant, and engaged the vigilant attention of the Joint 
Foreign Committee of the Anglo-Jewish Association aud the Board of Deputies, 
who held several meetings. 
This reference to the labours of the Joint Foreign Committeo is ampiifieg 
in a subsequent chapter, in which are summarised the varions 
reports of that Committee that have from time to timo been published 
in extenso in the Jewish Chronicle. The arrangement whereby the 
Association is now represeuted at the Doputies, and action taken by the 
Council in respect to Palestine, are also recorded, 

The amount expended on schools subventioned by the Association ig 
addition to those controlled by it, was £5,218, of which £3,980 went to 
the Evelina de Rothschild Girls’ School in Jerussiem alone. Further, 
the Council! have agroed to contribute sums of £325 and £150 respectively 
towariis the salaries of teachers of the English language in the schools at 
Bagdad and Jaffa. The importance of the instraction in that language at 
neariy all the schools mentioned in the report is emphasised by, am ong 
Others, Rabbi Dr. Kornfeld, the new United States Minister to Persia, wh» 
visited the school at Teheran. An important step towards improving the 
status of the school at Bombsy has been taken by the appointment of 
Miss R. Reuben, B.A., as Principal. The Girls’ School at Mogador has 
bees closed, after an oxistenco of neariy forty ycoars, in consequence of 
the contioued ill-health of Mra. Moses Curcos, who had held the position 
since 1885, and also tn view of the establishment of another Jewish 
school in the town. In the course of her annual report, Miss Annie E, 
Laadau, Headmistress at the Evelina de Rotbachila School in Jerusalem, 
states: 

‘The namber of pupilson the rol! at the end of the school year was 433, of whom 
185 are infants. Steady progress has been madeduring the year in all classes, 
Parents’ National Education Unioa methods bave been succesafally introduced 
into the lowest classes of the school. The lace workroom—closed a year avo 
owing to the impossibility of competing with subsidised workrooms of the saine 
kind—has not been reopened. ‘The dressmaking department continues to be 
self-supporting. The Girl Guide movement has grown apace in the school, 
and has been attended with excellent resulta in fostering a spirit of heipfulness 
and esyritdecorps. The Hurbythmics ciass was kindiy taught again by Alr 
Aibert Lowy. ‘tho favourable report of the Government Inspector of Schools 
was very gratifying. The Evelyn de Rothschild Memorial liut, no longer needed 
by the Military Authorities, has been definitely made over to the School, and 
will be placed on the roof of the School building for the construction of a roof 
playground, the former playground having been almost entirely expropriated by 
the Municipality for the purpose of widening the thoroughfare in which (he 
School stands. The Public Health Depurtment of the Palestine Government 
has this year again allowed its medical oftics rs and nurses to attend the pup:'. of 
the School. to which privilege we may attribute the very good general heal:) of 
the children. Maiaria, trachoma, and ringworm chow an appreciable decrease. 
A nurze attends the Schoo! daily for head and ere treatment, and a dector’s 
Clinic is held at the School once a week.

Financial Crisis in Palestine. 
INADEQUATE REMITTANCES FROM THE KEREN HAYESOD, 


SERIOUS SITUATION, 


According to reports which have reached tho Hezd Office of the 
ioren Ueyesod, & grave economic aud financial crisis has come about ig 
pjestine, in comscquence of the inadequate remittances from the Keren 
Liayesed. 

It will be remembercd that the avorage monthly remittance to Pales- 
ting was fixed by the Carlsbad Aunual Conference at the amouat of 
e:j0,116. The income of the Keren Hayesod, for the last six months, 
however, proved considerably less than the buiget allowances cf the 
(..rlebad Conference. 

[he monthly expencitare of the Keren Hayesod in Palostine for the 
lat six racaths was as follows: July £114,805, August £124,510, Sep- 
nber’ £524,005, Ostobor £1524,863, November £1525,657, December 
»Pis.coo. In otner words, the Keren Hayesod was able to provide just 
ov or itty per cont. of the estimated budget. 

it is obvious thet this shortago of funds has seriously affected the 
«hole econoraic position in the land, and has endangered the whole 
y Hardly any branch of work has been uvaffected by the lack of 


‘, de. A few instances will sufilce to give a clear idea of the extent of 
i. crisis. The beginning of the inter-season will result this year, as it 
-wited in previous years, in certain amount of unemployment. The 
nistExccntiveia Palestine is consequently faced with the auem ployment 


of at east 2,000 or 3,000 men for the next fow months; the department 
[ae ! jabour which ougbt to have provided work during the winter montis 
not possess any fands at all, and is therefore unable tv alloviato the 
‘cation. There were, for instance, 200 workmen doing drainago work 
for the Jewish National Federation in Emek Jezreel. When this work 
wae finished it was decided, in the hope that money would be forthcoming, 
i »rovide employment for them for one mouth, The Palestine Zionist 
xecutive was, however, not in position to send even the first week’s 
rumittance, aud the men were exposed to great hardship and sufferioc. 
Agother i'iustration of this kind is provided by the new sesticmoents 
ic LEmek Jezreei. For months the settlers have been subsisting on broad 
sod tomatoes. Some time ago Ein Harod could not oven beke their 
bread because they lacked the necessary <:aall sum to repair their oven. 
At one time thore was no money for the tractor. In East Nuris the fields 
: wore lefs nesowa because of the lack of seeds; in Nachalai the settiers 
Be vore actually hungry. I must be borne in wind that the claims of these 
4 ac tt.oments for support are within tho baiget allotied te them, aud it is 
culy of fands that has produced the distress. 
\ similar position is reported to have arisen in the case cf the 
experimental stations, from which so much is being expected for the 
furure of Jewish agecicuitural colonisation. Ths Zionist. Organisation 
could not flad the sams necessary, and the ground will not be prepared 
for experimental work this winter. Valuable experiments im pouliry 
raisiog are to bs abandoned, as the stations do not possess the su:ay 
nccessary for the upkeep of 2 collection of chickeas brought from America. 
With regard to educatioa, administration, and other institutions euch 
ibraries, ete., the igures speak for themselves. All salaries ara four 
io ive months In arrears, ‘The credits in the country is exhausted; 
so-operatiive societies are not accepting any new members, Immigration 
3 boen very greatly affected Dy lack of funds. Two ships of immigranis 
eccutly arrived in Jaffa aod Haifa, and mouey could not be fouad to pay

The Jewish World-Congress. 


RESIGNATION OF MR. JABOTINSKY, 


(From a Correspondent.) 

As briefly reported last week, the Greater Actions Committee, in tho 
course of its sittings iu Berlin, has passed a series of resolation: ia Goa- 
mection with the holdivg of the Jewisn World-Congress for the recon- 
struction of Palestine. The Executive is instructed to take the necessary 
stops with tho British Goveroment, in accordanco with Artic'e 4 of the 
Manda‘o, to organise propzganda tn all countries in favour of the schome, 
and to prepare a scheme of electiou for the Congress, to be submitted for 
ratification at the next meeting of the Actions Committee. It is desired 
that, prior to the Congress, an effort shou d be made for a perm :neut 
Organisational unification of the Jewish people for co-operation in the 
work in Palestine. Oonferences having this object in view are to be 
org*nised in various countries. The Congress itself is to be he'd not 
later than the ye .r 1924. 

The next Zi.nist Congress is to be held at Basle, Danzig, or Vienna, 
not later than August of this year. A commission, consisting of M«sars, 
Hantke, Barth, and Katzenelsohn, has been appolated to prepare, together 
with the Executive, the final regulations for the elections. 

In the course of the political-debate, Mr. Nahum Sokolow made a 
detailed statement on behalf of the Executive. He announced that tho 
Executive, after hearing the report of Dr. Weizmann oun his last visit to 
Paicstine, had decided to address a memorandum to the Colonial Office in 
London, describing the situation in Palestine in respect to the establish- 
ment there of a Jowish National Home, and asking that the obstacles in 
the way of such oxtablishment should be removed, Messrs. Kaplausky 
and Rubaschow (Poale-Zion), and Rabbi Rabiustein (Mizrachi), too% partin 
the debate, in the course of which sevoraladditional resolutions and some 
amendments were submitted. It wpa to appotot a commission 
to examine ail suggestions and to submit a final text to a plenary 
meeting. 

At the next session, the two important questions before the meeting 
wero unanimity on the Zionist policy of the Executive, and tho 
question of the juridical and political position of the Viad Lenmi, 
which has so far been unsuccessful in its efforta to secure the right of 
taxation and the legal recognition of the Jewish communitiesin Palestine, 
The Vaad Leami compiains of having received iusufficieat support in its 
work from the Zionist Organisation. 

A nu uber of resolutions were submitted by the political commission, 
all of which were carried. It was decided that political leadership in the 
Zionist Movement should be exercised on!y by those persons whose views 
were in acoord with those of the majority of the Executive, and that 
immediate steps should be taken to secure that the Vaad Leumi and the 
local organs of Jewish National seif-administration in Palestine should 
obtain due recognition and an extension of the scope of their work. 

Rep!ying to criticism on the political situation, Mr. Soxolow sail that 
policy was essential. Dr Weizmann sail that the methods 
of p .: :cal work, which had been practicable in 1917, were now no longer 
applicable. Rabbi Ruhinsteia suggested that an effort should be mate 
to arrive at an understanding with the Agudath Israel organisation, so 
that that body might participa'e in the World-Congross. The prop isal 
that the W orid-Congress should bea held in coojunctiva with the Zionist 
Congress was rejected, 

The decision of the Executive to place its members at the heads of 
Movements in various couutries for raisiug fands for work in Palestine 
was approved. Tne Executive also decided to take immediate steps to 
introduce drastic economy ia the work of the Zionist Organisation. A 
large number of officials will be dismissed, and the salaries of thoso 
are to be reduced. 

In the course of the final sitting, the Chairman, Dr. A. Hantke, read 

@ letter from Mr. Viadimtr Jabotinsky, announcing his resignation from 
the Zionist Executive. Mr. Jabotinsky wrote th«t he found himseif ina 
compiets disagreement with the policy of the Executive, and that he 
cousidered it his duty to leave that body so that he might be in a position 
openly to oppose the tactics of the Zionist Organisation. Both the 
Chairman and Depaty Griiabanm declared that they considered Mr. 
Jabotinsky’s reasons for resignation to be unsound and mistaken. It ig 
koown, however, that there was a body of opinion, both in the Executivs 
and on the Actions Committee, which coasidered Mr. Jabotinsky's 
resignation to be desirable, since be was not in agreement with tha 
policy of the Executive. There have also been serious differences of 
Opiuion between Mr. Jabotiosky and Dr. Weizimana. A special com- 
mission had been appoiated to enquire into the circumstances of ths 
alleged agreament between Mr. Jabotinsky and the reprosentative of 
General Petiura during the meeting of the Twelfth Zionist Congress in 
Carlsbad, However, following upon his resignation, Mr, Jabotinsiky 
dectared that he would not appear before this commission, the meeting 
of which was therefore closed.

MR, JABOTINSKY ON HIS RESIGNATION. 


ENGLAND “NOT FULFILLING THE MANDATE.” 


Mr. Jabotinsky has made a statement on the causes of hi 
tion to the Berlin correspondent of the Jewish Morning 
York: “I resigned from the Zionist Executive and from the Org anisa- 
tion,” he said, “ because I cameo to the conclusion that I could no longer 
remain a more critic of our present Zionist policy. I} ave to become a 
rebel. I no longer think that a compromise is possible ¥ tween the views 
of the leaders of the Movement and my own, aug therefore I must 
become an outsider, er reason for my ation is that I do not

want to embarrass the Organisation politically as a result of my future 
activitics, which may become drastic.” 

In reply to the inquiry of the correspondent as to the nature of bis 
opposition, he said: “My view is that England is not fuifliling tho 
promises of tho Mandate. We have no Natioaal Home, We have not 
even National Antonomy in Palestine. We have an anti-Semitic Adminis. 
tration there. I »m convinced that England’s Zionist policy is leading 
to our moraland fina :cial bankruptcy. Our enthusiasm becomes damped, 
because people fee! that the ‘grandeur of Zionism’ bas gone, and hence 
also the fatlure of our flasucial cimpaigas.” 

Asked as to how he iotended to begin his campaign, he answered 
smilingly: “I do not intend to declare war agiinst England. [on my 
opinion, the English are houourable people who will keep their promise, 
if they are pressed to do so manfually. Our present leaders are by their 
temperament uofi* for such a task. As an outsider I shall use whatever 
mcans I consider fit. I shall not obey any Zionist authority, not even the 
Congress. The Organisation will soon flad itself before au accomplished 
fact.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Jabotinsky dismissed tho suggestion that tho 
Petlura incident, which he styled as insignificant, had anything to do 
with his resignation.

Better Relations with the Arabs. 


After referring to the difflsulties confroating them, Dr. WEIZMANN 
said that even if the Mandate were destroyed the Zionist Movemeut woul 
romain in action. He had journeyed over the wh le of Palestine ant 
on Shabbas (this in reply to a report sent to the Dutch Press a few days 
ago by Dr. De Haan, of Palestine, that Dr. naan daring his last visib 
motored on Shabbas), and he had seen the Haluzim at work. The iand 
was hard, the poople were hard, and the times were hard. The Arals, 
who had lived there for thousinds of years, did not understand why to 
Jews wanted to obtain their rights there. And why should they under- 
stand this better than so many Jows? Still the reintiers between our 
coreligionists and the other inhabitants were improving, notwithstandi' g 
the barriers that certain interested parties bad tried to set up. The 
life was hard and there were enormous difficulties with the land itself. 
Tho surface was sand, the ground dried up. For centuries the fields bad 
lain waste. Everything had now to be begun right from the beginning. 
Pioneer work must be accomplished, and capital was necessary for the 
foundation of industries. Concluding, Dr. Weizmann referred to the 
privations, the hunger, and the f+ver suffered by the Haluzim for 
tho sake of establishing and rebuilding the Holy Land. They had gained 
a height, from which they need but once fall. In that event all would 
be over. He had no necessity to labour the point, for their support 
would continue to give to the Movement that strength which would 
help them furward without fear. He pointed out that at present there 
were about 3,000 workers without work, a large proportion for so young 
a country. He was out to collect £50,000 in order to carry on industrial 
and other undertakings, and he confidently reckoned not least on the 
support of his Dutch coreligionists,

i Literary Activities. 

Dr. Nordau was admirably adapted to the life of the French capital, 
' and he greatly adorned it. His literary versatility made him persone 
grata among the poets, playwrights, publicists, and feniiletonists, who, 
like Heine, found inspiration in the sparkle, griety, and intangible espri/ 
of Paris. Put Nordau soon acquired a literary reputation that far 
transcended the place of bis domicile. Ho became a commanding figure 
on the world of letters. 

\ His first great work was his “Conventional Lies of Civilisation,” 
? which was published at Leipsic in 1883 (an Eaglish version appeared in 
l 1895)... The book made an immediate sensation. It was prohibited in 
* Austria and Russia. The Austrian decree condemned the work for 
’ the crimes “of insulting members of the Imperial family; of disturb- 
' ing the public peace by attempting to arouse contempt or hatred for 
- the person of tho Emperor; of denouscing religion; and of incitiug 
) to hostility against religions communitics.” In this scathing work Nordau 
subjected all the institations of m «icra civilisation to the scrutiny of a 
merciless criticism. It was transiated into several languages and was 
read the world over. it was followed two years later by ** Paradoxes,” 
and in 1895 by *‘ Degeneration,’ which completed Nordau’s great trilogy 
in which he enanciated his philosophy of trath, sanity, and high morality, 
and denounced the decadent tendencies of miany of the idols of the 
literary and artistic worlds. Degeneration ’’ was one of the most widely. 
discussed books of thecentury. Dedicated tothe famous Jewish crimino- 
logist Lombroso, Nordau set out to show that there were exhibited in the 
domain of art and literature the same menta! characteristics as produced 
the criminal degenerate. ‘1 have undertaken the work of investigating.’: 
he wrote, ‘“‘the tendencies of the fashions in art and 


literature - 
ot proving that they have theice source in the degeneracy of their 
githots, and that the ‘enthusiasm of. their admirers’ is for 
manifestations of more or less moral insanity, imbecility, and 
lementia.” Amvcng those who came under his lash were Waguer, 
Polatoi, Ibsen, Baudelaire, Swinburne, anda host of lesser fry. Some of 
she ideas of “Degeneration” were cri\odied in a novel, “The Malady 
f the Century.” Nordau achieved son™ success as a 
four act drama, “Das Recht zu Lieben,”

‘countries. Another play, “ Die Kugel,” was prodaced at the same theatre

Ju his return from London, Herz! found Nordau “more reserved than 
vefore my departure for Losdon. He will participate in the movement 
within the bounds of possibility.’” But Nordau’s “reserve” gave way 
o enthusiasm after the publication of the “Jewish State.” He 
vyrote Herzl!a more than cordial letter, describing the brochure 
“momentous,” and “a revelationg’ Nordau . was soon to 
how that his sympathy was not -morely academic, and he took steps 
‘ o bring Herzl into touch with Baron Edmond de Rothscnild. Herzl 
’ vas at this time already in negotiation with the Porte which had asked 
; 1im to use his influence to allay the irritation caused by the Armenian 
roubles, and Herzl invited Nordau’s co-operation. The latter, however, 
who evidently seé his humanitarian fevlings above his incipient Zionism, 
 jeclined, and this caused Herz! again to have misgivings about Nordau’s 
‘eneral collaboration. But a letter from Nordau reassured him. Nordau 
— eported concerning an interview with Baron Edmond who was cool and 
* teclined co-operation. “ We will »ccordingly pass over him to the order 


of the day,” Herzi laconically remarks—yet the Movement owed much to 
the Baron as has recently been acknowledged. Herzl soon afterwards 
himself saw Baron Edmond and failed to improve the situation. It was 
then that he decided to appeal to the masses. Nordau expressed hig 
agreement and willingness to assist as head of the Movement in France, 
Soon afterwards the first steps towards the convocation of the Congress 
were taken, and Nordau, who still appears to have been shy of any official 
status, wrote to the Jewish Chronicle as follows: 


On this oceasion allow me here to declare that I have no share whatever in 
the responsibility for the forthcoming Basle Congress. lam not and never was 
on the Committee, and have in no stage of the preparation of the Congress been 
consulted by anyone with regard to its convocation or arrangement. I shal) 
assist at the meetings, on invitation, as an individual Jew and a friend of Dr 
Hierzi, willing to support him if he thinks | can be useful to him and the 
‘VYionistic cause, bat not pretending to represent anything or anybody except 
myself. Lam going to Basle not in order to teach bat to be taught; not as a 
chief and leader, but as a humble private in the rauk and file. 

Nordau was really destined to fill both réles. From the date of the 
firet Congress he was regarded as “a chief and leader,” though he was 


content loyally to serve under the banner of his friend. 
The Basle Congress. 


It was Nordau that caused the First Congress to attract the world’s 
limelight to the Zionist Movement. He delivered a masterly, address on 
the general situation of the Jews that was the first comprehensive 
survey of the tragic position of Jewry which the world had heard, and it 
was spoken in such clarion tones that the world had perforce to listen. 
It was not merely a survey, it was a masterly analysis of the causes and 
effects of Jewish misery. He poured the vials of pitying scorn on those 
“now Marranos” who deserted the Jewish fold and embraced Christianity 
with a lie on their lips. He was particularly pungent in his criticism of 
rich Jews Whose help was never available for ideal purposes. Dr. Nordau 
concluded with this eloquent warning : 


To Jewish distress no one can remain indifferent, neither Christian nor Jew. 
lL isa great sin to let a race, Ww whom even their worst enemies do not deny 
ability, degenerate in intellectual and physical distress. Lt is & sin against them 
and against the work of civilisation, in the interest of which Jews have not been 

- iseless co-workers. Itcanalso become a great danger for the nations toembitter 
headstrong people—who, for good or evil, are far above tie average —and thereby 
rake them enemies of the existing world. The governments and pecpies shonld 
nauee before they convert the Jews mto a dangerous element, aud they would 
nave to regret it if they were obliged to aunihilate ther. 

The address was received with an enthusiasm only comparable to 
that which was accorded to Herz!, and the Congress resolved that it 
should be separately printed. Henceforth Nordau’s role in Zionism was 
d-fined. He was the Pablic Orator of the Movement, and no one was 
betier titted to discharge that fanction. 

tut Nordau rendered another service at the first Congress. He 
presided over the committee which drafted the so-called Basle Programme, 
and it was his band which had the largest share in framing it. 

At the second Congress Nordau coined that immortal phrase, 
“ Bauch-Juden,” to describe the easy going, “ semi-detached ” Jews, who 
were more concerned with their personal comfort thau with the fate of 
their people. This address again aroused a fervour of enthusiasm, and 
Nordau was chaired from the tribune to the platform. One of the dele- 
gates thus described Nordau’s eloquence in a revicw of the Congress iu 
the Jewish Chronicle: 

No man I have ever listened to, among Euglish orators, has the power, or 
the combination of powers, possessed by Max Nordau. The logical arraugement 
of his oration was worthy of Gladstone at his best, his beautiful imagery and 
the classic language in which he clothed it-—withal so simple—was worthy of 
anything that John Bright ever attained, whilst his incisive sarcasm would have 
made the reputation of half a dozen Mr. Chamberlains. And yet there were 
superadded a dramatic force that brought tears and laughter from his audience 
in quick succession ; a vcice which, now nigh silent as a muffled bell, anon was 
rancous with righteous contempt, and yet again was iu tone sweetly contem- 
plative as like a limpid, peaceful brook, it carried some philosophic strain of 
thoughtfal argument. 

The same writer thus described the scene when Nordau concluded bis 
oration : 

Listening spellbound to Max Nordau’s address, and recollecting thie 
impulsive, emotional nature of the men who formed the majority of thie 
Cougress, | expected an outburst of enthusiasm when Max Nordaua let: 
the rostrum. L confess I never coald bave imagined the scene that followed thecon- 
clusion of his address. A wildrash from every part of the floor of the great hall, an: 
even frorm the platform—a stampede of men wild with delight—and Max Nordau 
is surrounded by a mss of cheering delegates. Had he possessed the fable 
hundred haaods he could not have gratified the desire of those who wished to 
fee! if only a touch from Max Nordau. But he wishes to get back to the platform, 
now is he to make his way through the surgiog, struggling mass? The problem 
is solved for him, for lifted high on delegates’ shoulders, Max Nordau is carried 
in tclumph up the platform steps. Then more enthusiasm on the floor of the 
Congress-hali as Dr. Herzl greets him and Dr. Riilf kisses him, and-——strangest 
scene of all--the Rabbis who are sitting together at one end of the platform, 
come forward in a body, greet him with handshakes, aud—— bviess him! 

Dr. Nordau attended the opening of the third Congress under great 
difficulties, as he was following the Dreyfus trial at Rennes and he 
travelled twice at night in order to deliver his address at Basle. The 
same mastery of trenchant phrase, the same enthusiasm at the close! 

The fourth Zionist Congress was held in London, and again Nordau 
provided the picve de résistance. His speech at a banquet after the Con- 
gress revealed him in lighter vein. He said that the Jews had made a 
speciality of fasting. With emancipatioathey bad begun to dine, and he 
humorously remarked that Zionism aimed at completing the process and 
transforming the Jews from a fasting to a dining nation. He then referred 
to his own anthropological studies, aad related bow he had onca diagnosed 
a sknil as that of a cannibal of the Solomon Islands and it turned out to 

be that ofa Neapolitan daacer. “Bat,” he declared, “I am sure the 
Jews are a uation; some pride themselves on the fact and glory in it, 
others blush becaase of it.” And he proceeded to this new classification 
of the Jewish psople: “There are Jews who tell you that they are a 
nation, and there are Jews who are told they are a nation.” And he 
added: “1 prefer to belong to those who own that they are part of the 
Jewish nation than to those who are collapsing because all others will 
insiet upon telling them in spite of their efforts to hide it, ‘My dear 
friend, you are a member of the Jewish nation.’ ”

Nordau supported 
the East African project because he saw in East Africa not merely a

Attempted Assassination. 
Nordau’s association with the East African project had a sequel that 
night well have had tragic consequences.

He gave expression to this view 
at the Ninth Coagress at Hamburg, though> with statesmantike reserve, 
he urged that the outcome of the Turkish reyolation should be awaited 
before feverishly committing the Movement to,any dc fiatte step. At the 
‘ame time he warned the Movement against obscuring its wain principles, 
‘ud he sounded the slogan, “ Back to the Basle Programme!” “Let the 


Congress,” he said, “pass resolutions in regard to practical work in - 


Palestine go far as time allows, but letit never forget that the condition 
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precedent of its work is National Judaism, and that it would be com. 
mitting suicide if it allowed this basic principle of its own laws of 


existence to become doubtful. The Congress was created by 
Zionism, but in a movement which would alter not only its 


means but also its ends for the sake of the Turkish Govern- 
ment, I would recognise Zionism no longer, but assimilation—Turkish 
assimilation. This Zionism would no longer be a Zionism of mine.” 
Nordau’s hopes in regard to sympathy among the Youog Turkish leaders 
were doomed to disappointment, partly because of Jewish intrigues which 
he denounced with all his old fire at the Tenth Congress at Basle. He 
was reluctant to accept the Presidency of the Congress, but yielded to the 
solicitations of the delegates, exclaiming, “I feel that I am a living 
example of the fact that nothing can withstand your will!” Nordau was 
ever ready to subordinate his own inclinations tothe callofduty. It was 
at this Congress that Wolffsohn retired, Professor Warburg became 
President, and the headquarters were transferred to Berlin. Nordau 
became more aud more dissatisfied with the conduct of the Movement, and 
he declined to attend the Eleventh Congress held in Vienna, the first to 
miss his commanding eloquence. He sent a message of greeting to the 
Congress, but accompanied it with a criticism of the /.cituny for abandoning 
Herzl’s ideas. The proposal to send a reply led toa heated controversy, as 
Nordan’s criticisms were resented by one section while another deemed 
that courtesy to the Nestor of the Movemeat demanded an acknowledg. 
ment, which was ultimately sent. NorJau had previously trouaced the 
Warburg administration. in a speech at Paris which was one of his flaest 
efforts, and which probably more than his mild message to Congress 


- had aroused bitter feelings among the objects of his censure. 


The War and the Ballour Declaration. 


The outbreak of the war was to cast a cloud over Nordau’s declining 
years. Though he had resided in Paris for so long he was still an Austrian 
subject. He haduo sympathy with the Central Powers. Years before he 
had denounced the seizure of Alsace-Lorraine, and he remained a con- 
vinced Francophil. For a few months be was leftin peace, then the voice 
of calumny began to make itself heard. There were many io Paris who 
did not love Nordau. He was too trenchant a critic not to have made 
enemies, and the most rabid nationalists and Chauvinists belonged to 
those who had come under his lash. Things began to be made uscomfort- 
able for him. He was placed uuder arrest and was detained in a 
wilitary prison at Bordeaux. He owed his liberation to a sub-editor 
of the Temps, who, by the merest chance, happened to pay a visit 
to two other prisoners of war who were in the same prison, found 
Nordau in the prison courtyard, asked him in deep astonishment 
what on earth he was doing there, learnt his story, and, ashamed 
and indignant, at once offered to report his case to the Minister 
in authority, as also to an English confi’re, who succeeded in securing 
the good offices of the British Foreign Office by way of appeal to the 
French Government in his behalf. In the result, within a few days, 
Nordau was set free. He thereupon decided to leave for a neutral 
country. He elected to go to Spain and he proceeded thither, leaving his 
wife and daughter to jcin him later. His departure was followed by 
a step which Nordau had assuredly not deserved at the hands of 
France. The whole of his property was paced under sequestra- 
tion, and Nordau found himself in a position of acute anxiety. 
He was concerned less for himself than for his daughter, for 
whose future his savings were intended to provide. As a matter of 


fact, except that the efforts of friends in Paris resulted ia the reloase of | 
his books and furniture, his property and money that had been se@ized | 
were never returaed to him. But Nordau did rot lose courage.- He found | 
solace in work and planued some new monumental literary undertakings, | 


besides superintending the translation and publication, in Spanish, of some 
of his earlier works. Scientific circles ia the country welcomed his presence, 
and he was elected a corresponding member of the Academy of Medicine 


in Madrid. Butevenin Spain bis enemies did not leave him in peace, and | 


reports were published in the anti-Semitic press representing him aS 
acting as a German spy, one paper even going the length of declaring that 
he might be seen in Madrid ‘disguised as a waiter pursuing his nefarious 
trade of espionage! Nordau found a few good friends in Spain, notably 


Dr. A. 8S. Yahuda, and he was comforted by the subsequent presence of 


his wife and daughter.

enthusiasm, and once peace was declared and he was able to return to © 


Paris he lost no time in getting in touch with his old Zionist friends 
and picking up once more the threads of the Movement. He attended 
the London Conference, at which the first step towards re-building the 
Organisation after the war was taken, but he was in opposition, and 
he barely concealed his dissatisfaction with the manoer io which 
things were going. He disliked the whittling dowa of the old Herzian 
conception of the future of Palestine, and he set forth his views very 
clearly in a letter which he wrote toa London Zionist Society in December 


1919. He said: “ We tnust have the courage to say clearly and btraight- | 


forwardly what we think. Whoever is content with less than a Jewish 
State, first under the protectorship of Groat Britain as Mandatory Power, 
later on independently, is not a political Z\oaist, bul something else for 
which he may choose or invent his own name.”

“ And Moses and Aaron eame unto Pharaoh, and said unto him, 
Thus saith the Lord, the God of the Hebrews, How tong wilt thou 
refuse to be humbled before Me; send forth thy people that they 
may serve Me.’—Ezodus 2. 


“ Happy the man who feareth always, and he that hardeneth 
his heart will fall into evil.—Proverbs cavutr, 14, 

We are constantiy being confronted by an ugly feature in human 
nature—Egotism. We come across wen, and into conflict with them, 
who, seeing nothing but themselves, hold their personal interests in every 
question as of supreme importance. Theirs is the wisdom to be deferred 
tu, theirs the power to be respected, theirs to wield a dictatorship which 
everyone must acknowledge. That other people might also make similar 
claims never occurs to them, that other people at least have rights which 
demand a certain amount of consideration, is to them incomprehensible ; 
their minds are too small to admit such a possibility. They “ bestride 
the narrow world like a colossus; and we petty men walk under their 
huge legs, and peep about to find ourseives dishonourable graves.” 
Fortunately the world is not made up of egotists. Life brings us into 
relation with others whose character is the reverse of egotistical, who 
recognise Godas the supreme power in the universe, and themselves as 
of no 

For the eighth time Moses and Asron approach the proud Pharaoh, 
demanding that he shall let the Israelites go and serve their God. He 
has refused all previous requests, notwithstanding that in the previous 
chapter we see him on the point of relenting and coufessing: “| have 
sinned this time, and land my people are wicked.” If only Moses and 
Aaron will entreat God once more, that there be no more mighty 
thunderings and hail, he will let them go and they shall stay no longer. 
But no sooner is there a respite from this punishment than the king 
hardens his heart yet again, and he refuses to let Israel go. And this 
state of obduracy continues until he is finaliy smitten with the tenth 

plague, and sees the first-born of Egypt mysteriously slain. All the 
previous plagues had been stayed by prayer, but not even the prayers of 
Moses and Aaron can recall these children to life. And it is the judg- 
ment which nothing cau reverse that finally breaks down the king’s 
obstinacy. He lets the people go free, and himself is left with the 
despairing feeling that all his opposition to the divine will has been in 
vain. 

“ How long wilt thou refuse to humble thyself before me?” These 
Words are intended to teach us what a vain presumption it is when wan 
dares to measure his puny strength against the might of his Creator, 
his knowledge against the Divine wisdom, his desires and satisfactions 
Ignore the fact as he may, he is but a child of 
the dust, utterly dependent on a Supreme Power. But if man refases 
to listen to the Divine voice, and persists in going his own heedless 
way, then he will sooner or later be brought to see that “he that 
hardeneth his heart will fall into evil.’’ Now oue may feel a certain 
pity for Pharach, when ove considers that his moral responsibility was 
a very limived one. He had been brought up from his childhood in 
idolatry, he ‘‘knew not the Lord.” It was only after Moses and Aaron 
came to him that he acquired such knowlu(ge of God as they imparted 
to him. But what sympathy can wWe feel with those who have been 
trained in Godliness from their childhood upwards, who have been 
surrounded by virtuous examples all their lives, aud yct refuse to obey 
the Divine voice, who turn a deaf ear to the teachings of Moses and 
Prophets with which they are more or less familiar? Is not all life full 
of sigas and wonders which are so many admonitions to the human soul ? 
Can they not discriminate between the light of happiness that illumines 
the home of the pious Israelite, and the thick darkness that overwhelms 
the household of those who indulge themselves in‘ the doings of the land 
of Egypt?” But if they are blind to the sigus and portents that meet 


them everywhere, how. can we expect them to believe in the wondrous, 


happenings of a bygone age? And what are we to say of those who out- 
wardly fulfill God’s commandments, but whose hearts are hardened in 
sin, who honour God with thwir lips but the fear of God is far removed 
from them? Like Pharaoh of old they proclaim, ‘‘] have sinned against 
the Lord,” and like Pharaoh they continue hardening their hearts and 


. persist in their sin till it consumes their households, and “ they are all 


dead men.” 


Over against the hardened Pharaoh there stands the man Moses, the 
God-commissioned prophet in the power of his holy offies. He proclaims: 
“Thus saith the Lord, the God of the Hebrews.” It is not his own power 
or wisdom which he displays before the haughty monarch, he bas not 
come of his own choice to liberate Israel. Ali through he has been guided 
by a higher wisdom. He is the servaut of God, the willing instrument 
of a will other than his own. 
God has commenced the great work of deliverance, and He will not leave 
it unfinished. He has called Moses to execute His plan, and that pian 
cannot miscarry. And what should we desire more than to be a servant 
of God? Can we hope tor higher wisdom than 
comes from God? Can our own will assure us fuller happiness than 
obedience to the will of Him who desires only the happiness of His 
human creatures? “Happy the man wha feareth always.” He who 
devotes himself to God’s service will carefully choose his steps, he will 
come to no harm—because he walks in the light of the Lord, and such a 
man may be proclaimed happy.

ANNUAL MEETINGS OF BRANCHES. 


The annual meeting of the North London Branch, No. 6, was held on 
Sunday afternoon at the Albert A. Felsenstein Memorial Halil, Dalston 

Miss L. Denhof presided in the absence of Couacillor M. G,. Liverman, 
the President of the Branch, who was prevented through iadisposition 
fromm being present. He was, she said, one of the moving spirits of that 
branch. With his name she wished to couple those of their excellent 
Hon. Secretary, Miss B. Gross, and of Mr. J. Gilbert, who had rendered 
valuable assistance. 

Miss Gross read the report, which states :— 

One of the first duties of the new Executive was to bring into effect the 
recommendation of the general meeting, by which representatives of each eyua-. 
vogue district were to be co-opted on the committee. Although the various 
congregations concerned were approached and invited to join in our work, we 
regret tosay that the response was far from what we anticipated. The Executive 
are of opinion that further efforts should still be made to secure the object, 
The Joint Branches’ Committee and the Ladies’ Aid Association are continuing 
to do good work. The membership of the branch continues steadily to increase. 
There are 250 annual subscribers. 

Mr. LEISEROWITZ, the Treasurer, presented the balance-sheet, which 
showed a gross income of £1,000, geveral expenses of £27, and expenses 
on dances of £328, a sum of over £600 having been handed to the hospital. 
He said the tigures showed that it was necessary to put in a good deal of 
work in order to make the branch more progressive than hitherto. The 
branch was in a thickly populated Jewish district, and as it was the only 
branch in that district the number of subscribers was much too small. 

Mr. A. I. BARD said he thought it would not be ont of the way to 
mention the synagogues that were not represented on that branch. 
did not think the position was so bad. If they could only get a few more 
workers like Miss Gross, they would have better results. 

Miss Gross read a letter of thanks which had been received from Mr. 
Pitt, the Secretary of the Hospital, who said that the gross amount 
received from that branch had reached four figares. <6 

Dr. GOODMAN LEvy, Chairman of the Hospital, said be knew the 
Council were very grateful to that brauch for the work they were doing. 
With regard to the progress made by the Hospital, Dr. Levy said that a 
garden had been laid out at the back of the Hospital, and an up-to-date 
X-ray department had been equipped. They were building 4 new 
operating theatre to complete the surgical wing, and also an extension of 
the Nurses’ Home. By the time they bad paid off their liabilities for 
building and equipment they woud be in debt to their bank for betweeu 
£11,000 and £12,000, and they could not make any progress uatil that del 
had been paid off. 

Miss DENHOF said the Society hoped in the coming year to be able to 
form a few more sub-committees, and in that way get more people 
iuterested in the work. 

The honorary officers and committee were re-elected en b/oc, with 


‘the addition to the committee of Mesdames Shatzen and 8. A. Schiff, and 


Messrs. Herbert Baron and Pollock. 


The Rev. 5. Gross, B.A., said the difficulty was not to get people to . 


syinpathise with the movement, but to impress upon them the necossilty 
for intensifying the work for the hospital. 

The MAYOR OF STOKE NEWINGTON endorsed what one of the speakers 
had suid—that a settled income was better than casual subscriptions. 

Rabbi Dr. SCHONFELD said it was dangerous when a movement 
reached a certain degree of success, for then usually slackness set iv. 
The hospital had succeeded wonderfully, and cousequently the danger of 
slackness might set in. They could take a daily lesson trom their 
Gentile friends, in holding on doggedly like Englishmen could. 

Dayan FELDMAN also made an appeal for support of the Hospital. As 
Jews, he said, they must maintain the Jewish ideal of Bikur Cholim, 

Miss DENHOF moved a vote of thanks to the visitors and to the 
honorary officers of the Dalston Synagogue, for allowing the society the 
use of the hall for that meeting. 

The MAYOR moved s vote of thanks to the Chairman.

Mr. H. PHILLIPS presided at the annual meeting of Branch No. 2, 
held last Saturday at tue New King’s Hall, Commercial Road.

The population is violeutiy excited over 
Ee +he advance into Germany, and is anxious to visit its anger upon some 
object at hand, the Jews suffering consequently to a much greater extent 
than was foreseen even at the time of the anti-Jewish agitation of the 
National Socialists. It is a siga of the seriousness of the situation that 
even the National Socialist Party itself bas grown afraid of what may 
result, and from being the official instigator of auti-Jewish acts of terror 
it has now come to issue an official announcement against the spread of 
terrorist acts against the Jewish popalation. The party -organisation 
threatens members found committing acts of terror against the Jews with 
exclusion from the Party and the publication of their names in the Press. 
A meeting has been beld here of the Union of Jewish Soldiers, at 
which Dr. Paul Nathan delivered an address on the subject of the “ Jewish 
soldier and German Politics.” Dr. Nathan said in the course of his 
lecture: “Jewish soldiers have a right to fight like every other German 
citizen for Germany. To-day the fight must be conducted without 
weapons, & much more diMicult task.” Dr. Nathan quoted a series of 
tivures compiled by Dr. Silbergleit, showing that 100,000 Jews served iu 
the German Army during the war, of whom 80,000 went into battle, and 
1”, 000 died on active service.

Dr. Goldstein's Experiences.

Dr. Alexaader Goldstein, who spent six weeks in Ramania in the 
interests of the Keren Hayesod, passed throagh London on his way to 
(tanads as a member of the special Zionist Delegation which is to assist 
in the Keren Hayesod campaign thatis to bs opened there on January 15th. 

In the course of a conversation with a representative of the Jewish 
(‘hronicle, Dr. Goldstein, referring to the situation of the Jowsa in thas 
country, said that there could be no doabt that the Jewish question was 
aciin alive thére and in a very acu e form. The Jewish educational 
question was growing more serious; the Ramanian middic-class being 
insistent that the number of Jewish students should be restricted in the 
universities as well as in the higher schools. 

With regard to the internal affairs of the Jews, Dr. Goldstein said 
that efforts were being made to organise the Jewish communities 
throughout the country ani gool results might be expected. While he 
was in Bucharest the first ali-Ramanian Congress of Je ‘ish Congreg.- 
tions and Kibbis took place, and the assemb y decided to form a legaliy 
c oustituted Kehillah, embracing all the Jewish communities and orgauiss- 
tions of the country. A goverament representative was presont at the 
Conference, and he welcomed on its behalf the Congress, expressing iu 
the name of the Governimeut approval of the statutes embodied in the 
proposed constitution. 

That meant thas Luminiau Jews were now comp'etely organised fo 
all purposes connected with Jewish affiirs. He was invited to adtires. 
the Coogress on Palestine and the Keren Hayesod, afd he was pleased to 
say that Ramania, which was hitherto cousidered to be on the “sick list” 

in Zionist matters, had nobly responded to the appeal. 

After considerable propaganda in Bucharest itself, whore the heren 
Hayesod work was placed on a sound footing, it might be hoped that all 
other cities in Ramania would emulate the example of the capital.

CLXX —-Jewish Folk Songs. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 


I have always had a particular interest iu popular songs, believing as 
I do that in a people's sonvs is reflected the people’s soul. Travellers 
among semi-civilised peoples in distant parts of the word have been able 
to discover the beliefs and superstitions of their hosts, their outlook on 
life, their attitude to death, and their conception of man’s destiny. And 
if thisis the case with backward races, how much greater should be the 
harvest to be reapel from the songs of an ethnic group laying claim to 
culture? With this thought in my mind I have often wished that 1 might 
become acquainted with the folk-songs of the Eastern Jews, the songs 
sung by the peopie at work or at play, a-mourning or a-courting. 

My desire was realised one day last week, when a friend brought to 
us a Jewish musician from Eastern Europe who had made a special study 
of Jewish folk songs. That evening will long stand outin my recollection, 
for it was not only the Jewishness of the theme that attracted me so; it 
was also the delicacy of the wusic and the intensity of feeling displayed 
by our foreign visitor who, at wy request, sang a great number of Jewish 
folk songs to his own accompaniment. They were all in that peculiar 
Yiddish of Galicia and Rumania which sounds odd to Western ears. 

As it was Saturday night he suggested that i¢ might be appropriate if 
he sang some /lvabdalah tunes. The first was a Jewish commentary ou 
Jewish history, so human, so plaintive that it gripped us all by its very 
simplicity. I willdo my best to render into Maglish the words of some 
of the songs, Here ts the first:— 


“Cod said unto Jacob ”’ 
() Father dear, UO Father dear, 
You promised me, you did: 

‘ Fear not, ty servant Jacob. 
Oh Father dear, O Father dear, 
Why then are we beaten so” 
Why then do they plague ts s0” 
Nay when will be the end, O Say! 


It needs no elaborate treatises to demonstrate who is the sufferiny 
servant of the fifty-third chapter of Isaiah. This folk song outweighs al! 
the scholarly views and suggestions in the same measure as actual life is 
more sivgaificant thau mere theory. Perhaps the sadaess of the melody 
deserves to be mentioned. Most of the melodies we heard were sad. 

Here is a secoudsong. The first verse is composed of the four well- 
known lines sung on Saturday evening 274? SW? The 
second and third are a play on this hyma, combining the bitterness of 
the struggle for existence with the unbouaded optimism deeply rooted in 
the Jewish soul. I must quote the original as well as the translation of 
the second verse :

The second verse proceeded to ask, what is two? and gave tin 
reply—the tables of stone were two. So withtheothernumerals. Three 
were the Patriarchs, four the “ Matriarchs,” fivethe Pentateuch, six the 
sections of the Mishna, and seven the Sabbath. 

When our visitor volunteered to sing some Jewish cradle songs we 
were particularly interested. Of course he began with the best 
known, which Mrs. Alice Lucas has rendered so beautifully into English 
verse, aud which the Chief Rabbi has very properly included in his Book 
of Jewish Thoughts.

The same sentiment is ay parent in school songs; there, too, love of 


learning is a popular ideal. 
Go to school, my dearie, 
Learn from A leph to Tau, 
From reading to Gemarah, 
The best antidote to trouble. 


And why should the child learn? In order to know God's cominant. 
ments and His precepts, which make for life. 
I was glad to observe that our visitor did not omit mere nonsen-e 


songs, two of which were quite charming: 
Seven, seven, seven women 
One day sat beside a well, 
Said one unto the other, 
If my hasband were now to pass by 
I should chauge myself iutoa hare 
And apring about io the grass " 
I should enjoy it. 


The second lady suggested changing herself into a cat, the third tuto 4 
bear, and the fourthintoa mouse. The simplicity of the words facilitut.. 
the process of envisaging the scene, which, to say the least, is bucolic. 
The other nonsense rhyme rau as follows: 
(jnuce there was, once there was 
A little, little Jew man, 


Aud he did have, and he did have, 
A little, little fiddle. 


There followed the music of that fiddle, then of the bagpipe and of the dian. 

I asked our guest whether there were any love songs among thes» 
folk melodies, and he replied that there were many. Why should not 
Jews have love songs of their own? I asked further whether thes 
differed from other love songs. He replied that in bis opinion love song. 
were much the same amongall peoples. There was usually the longing fur 
the loved one, the description of her beauty, or the lay of disappointed 
love. Jewish folk-sougs include all these types. Ooe in particular, in 
the form of a dialogue between a maiden and her lover, was touching. 
He asks what she will do ona loug journey. She replies that she wiii 
wash ciothes in the brook if only she can be with him. All very well, he 
says, bat bow will she dry the clothes’? O, says she, “I'll seli wy gown 
and buy me a rope on which to hang the clothes—if only I can be with 
you!” The man thenasks what she will eat. Dry bread, if need be, was 
the maid’s answer. And where sboald she sleep”? A bundle of hay would 
be good enoagh—if only she is not parted from him whom her soul loves. 

‘There were, however, one or two specifically Jewish love songs. let 
me (quote the following by way of illustration: 


What would you have? What would you have? 
Would you have a tailor for your maa ? 

A tailor? No. lam no tailor’s daughter, 

And clothes I cannot sew. 


The song proceeds by asking whether perchance a shuemaker wi’! 
serve. ‘I'he lady deciliaes him too. Would shehaveadoctor? A

At our urgent request our visitor promised to clue 
ag+ia before long, and we looked forward to his second visit. 

But we heard from him before that. Oa the Monday morning follow: 
ing that delightful Saturday night, I received a packet through the po"! 
Which gave me great pleasure. It was from our musical friend, and cov 
tained a book, clearly priated in German and Hebrew characters, ©! 
forty-seven selected Jewish folk-songs with the musical scores. Iu ‘h¢ 
letter accompanying the gift, our friend wrote that the editor ot thi 
sories of songs, Fritz Mordechai Kaufmann, was a friend of his, and the 
publishers—the Jiidischer Verlag in Berlin—had sold a great number “

The Martyrdom of Max Nordau. 


By ISRAEL ZANGWILL., 


Under the first shock of the news of the death of Nordau, it is 
not of the dear friend and old comrade that I find myseift thinking, 
not of the great orator and omniscient conversationalist, not of the 
trenchaut critic of art and life, not of the dramatist, the noveliet, 
the wit, the philosopher, the sociologist, the prophet, whose fame 
resounded through the world, bat of the grand old man of Isracl 
martyecd by the breach Goveroment. Merely because he was born at 
Dadapest, tho veteran, nearing his seventicth year, was exiled from the 
capital in which he had resided foc over half his life. Yet if there was 
BRaoybedy in the world who should have stood unsuspected of sympathy 
witb Prussian militarism, against which the war was allegedly wagc4, it 
was the liebraic idealist, Max Nordau. But not content with Dhuishing 
bim from Paris, French civilisation seized the savings of his lifetime and 
oven bis manuscripts, and clings to them still, though sho permitted her 
victim to die in the Ville Lumiéret How bitterly be felt this uprooting 
may be gauged from tho touching words in whish, from Madrid where he 
had found shelter, he dedicated to his beloved wife (“the sunshine cf his 
life in happy days, the couragcous companion in the storm of the 
world catastrophe,”) the book—“The Biology of Ethics ”—the writing 
of«which had “nelped bim to bear with her the black days of wandering 
about without bome or bearth.” I saw him in Paris—already under the 
shacow of the end -only two months ago, up the four flights of seombro 
stairs and in the narrow rooms which be bad exchanged perforce for the 
spacious dwelling-house in the Rue Henner, ebeitered behind its own 
courtyard, where I bad been wont to visit bim in the days before the 
war. He had been treated, be complained to me once, as if the inter- 
national law and custem undcr whose protectiou citizcns live in ono 
another's countries had bad no existence. 


Early in 1352 when a war, happily avorted, was brewing botwecn 
England and America, aud the New York Herald threatened that in the 
ovent of its breskiog out the United States would confiscate the private. 
property of Dog!ishmen invested in America, Thackeray cried out in one 
of his “ Roundabout Papers”: “ Gent'emon of America, whea the honour 
of your pation ia called into question, please to remember that it is the< 
American Press which glories in announcing that you are prepared to be 
rogues!” Yet this pracedure, which the indignant Thac!.cray charac. 
terises again and again as rascality and cheating, Was apparentiy more 
than half a contury later to be the State policy of the Ruropean pro- 
tegonist in “the world for righteousness,” 

Tho only Ngbt inthis sordid business comes from the noble conduct 
of Nordanu in refosing to be helped flnaxvcially, whether by his friends or 
by the Zionist Movemont, which without him Herz! conld scarce!v have 
bronght into being, 60 easy—at a moment 
much money was flowing to his inferiors—to have given his s rvicis an 
official atatus and salary; yot itis a great thing for Jewish Instory snd 
Jioniat history thet money plays no faintest part in the personai story cf 
the great plone: 3 of Zionism. No doubs, too, Nordau was tofivens: d by 
his disagreemen: with the cfMficial policy, and to the trage:y of bis latter 
days was added that of seeing the icaders throw away BD: arly al! he had 
fought for.. To bear it said that tho Zionists had achieved “the Bas'o 
programame™” was for him the crowning trony. For it was he that had 
devised the formula in question, and it had been worded -he told mo 
some two years ago, sitting in the very room where L write this —in order 
that the demand for a Jewish State should not antagonise the Suitan 
too deeply. 

This wonderfal man, 80 gifted in so many ways, so simple, genial 
and unaffecte lin his private life, cannot be appraised accurately in @ 
day, perhaps not even in our day. My friendship with him dates frora 
his first visit to London in 1895 when his famous work, “ Degeneration,” 
which had burst apow Europe iike a bombshell, was first translated inio 
Eogitsh. It was he who, as Herzl notes in his Diary, introduced to me 
the Vienneso journalist I had never heard of. Throughont all those 
tventy-cight years wo corresponded freely, he wri'ing invariably in 
Pinglish; for what Earopean language had he not at call? It is hard to 
beliove I shall see that great grey head ne more. But he bas passed into 
immortality, and, however Huropean history treats him, his navoe can 
never fade from the Jewish scroll, Nor do [ believe it can vanish from 
the general record. Wherever art grows orazy and letters love touch 
with life, men will remember the prophet of “Degeneration.” ‘“ Nordau 
called mo an idiot,” Maeterlinck said to me once, “And 1 wis ono in 

hose Cays.” 


IN THE EAST END. 

Deep Sorrow Prevailing. 

[From a Correspondent. 


No doath since Hergl’s has aroused auch deep sorrow as the not 
altogethor unexpected end of Dr. Max Nordau. No other Jow, excepting 
Herzl, bad so captared the imagination of the dewish people as had 
Nordau. In mauy rospscis his appeal was even strouger thaa that of 
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Herzl. It was eo particularly with the Jewish {ntellectuals in [asters 
Europe. Herz! was a comparatively unknown figure when he raised the 
Jewish banner, and the Jewish intellectual yonth might have looked 
askance had it not been for the staunch support of Nordau, wuo hadalready 
enjoyed a world-wide reputation as a critic of modern social life, as 
an iconoclast, as a poet, novelist, dramatist, and scfontisS. I wasa 
revelation to the Jewish youth that Nordau wasaJow; it was an inspira- 
tion to them to join the ranks of Zionism. Oniy so geoatan intellectual 
as Nordau, so recognised a critic of modera society, and so formidahie aa 
antagonist of mystical and symbolical movements, could have influence 
the Jowish youth, inordinately critict, to join the great Jewish National 
Movement without fear of being Aubbed mystics or utopians. Horzl 
realised only too well whstatower of strougth Nordaa was to him, 
regarding him as the greatest assct, the most valuable acquisition of the 
Movement. 

The intensity of Nordau’s Jewishnesa knew no bounds. Hoe waa 
roady to go to any length, even back to the Ghetto, should it be necessary, 
to rctaiu the Jewish national characteristics, . If thetendency of Jewish 
assimilation is now on the wane—at least as a definite policy for the 
solution of the Jewish question—it is dae largely to Nordan’s merciless 
onsiaught on it. Ho lashed the assimilationist Jow with ail his inexhsust- 
ible energy, with the weapons of irony and sarcasm that he had applied 
in bis remarkable works when dealing with the maladies of tho 
modern age. 

Bub apart from bia intellectual power, which is appreciated nowhere 
more than among the Jewisli masses, Nordau’s appea! was tremendous alsa 
on account of his moral force. There was something prophotic in tho 
to2e and manner of his oratorical utterancesat Congresses. Even 80 cool 
and analytical! a critic as “ Achad Ha’am,” who never allows himself to 
be domiaated by emotional expressions, admitted that as he sat and 
listeu<d to Nordau’s survey of the Jewish position in tho different 
countries, he thought that he was listening to Joremiah. That moral 
forc®, combined with his incomparable intellectual powers and wide range 
of knowledge, made him the most outstanding figure in modorn Jewry. 
Of late years he did not see eyo to eye with the present leaders of Z'onigm. 
Bat while the large body of Zicaists did not share his views, which wore 
recardcd as unpractical, the love for the “grand old man,” which was 
transferved to him after Herzi’s death, bas remained to the very Ist. 
And now that he has gone there isa void in the Movement, a gap thas 
cannot be Alled. 

Iie was one of the greatest victims of the war, but for which he might 
have lived to a very advanced age, for he still possessed amazing vitality. 
Notwithstanding his long lilness since he wasallowed somo two years a9 
to rotaura to Paris, whence hoe had been expelled at the outbreak of the 
war, e had still hoped to do some work. Only recently it was stated that 
he was about to write his recollections fora Jewish paperin America. It 
would have boon a great work; bat ib was not to be. Daath beckoned 
him, and his recollections—noliuy nup'easant ones, no with 
him tothe grave. His memory, hosvever, will rewasin green in Jewry.

A Woman's, Views. 


In the course of her coatribution to yesterday's Jewish World, “Gaza,” 
who writes “ Through a Woman's says: 

The proceedings at the recent conference held under the auspices of 
the Social Service Guild of the “ Liberal” Synagogue proved to be the 
occasion for many peculiar expressions of opinion upon the question of 
the problem of the immigrant. I wrote some weeks ago in this colamn 
about the clubs and other iustitutions designated for tho welfare of sons 
apd daughters of foreign-born Jews and Jewesses in the East End, and I 
pointed out then the very real dangers that exist in weakening the 
iufluence of parents over their children, of anglicising them at the 
expense of their Judaism, and thus broadening the rifts which the 
natural clrcoamstance of immigration into this conntry must bring 
foreign parents and their English-reared offspring. But 
I must say that the points of view of the ladies and gentiemen who 
conferred seemed to me extremviy Darrow, and, moreover, many of 
the expressions that were lot fali were impertinent in all senses of the 
word. Thus Miss Ida Samuel and Miss Lily Montagu spoke of the way 
in which foreiga parents spoiled their children. I have seldom heard a 
moore fagrant case of pot-blacking by Jotty kettles, How dare peopie in 
ihe West Kad, where not alone the children but also the mothers and 
fathcrs, the handmwaidens, the men-servants, the cattle, and the stranger 
wituin their gates, are all equally spoilt, go preaching to the unfortunate 
dozens of noisome siums in this unctuous manner? I don’t wonder, if 
tha. is the spirit in which these people approach sccial work, that the 
ol ets theieof fail te keep appointinents, as Miss Montagu complaioed, 
etraid my attitude would be even more defiant. Then, I see Miss 
Montagna referred to what she tertaed the lan.uege diffeulty. I don’t 
bh. love there is an atom of foundation for this complaint in the East End, 
where I, at least, never yet met an English-reared child that did not 
uu. rstand its own parents’ Yiddish. 

‘Tyo languege dilllculty in the Jewish community flourishes really to 
its ccutest form ia the West Ead Synagogues, where the congregation 
nod-catand not one word of the prayers offered up in Hebrew, and 
whore, in one instaece, the ministers have to re-awaken a somnuolent 
flocs from time to time daring the Hebrew portions of the service by 
calling out in English the number of the page, and sometimes the piace 
uy oo the page—b ttom, top, or middle—at which he is about to read, 
S.: lv bere is au a@raple field for enthusiasts in the removal of the 
“). syage difficulty.” As was usualin kind of proceedings, it was 
left toa nou-dew, Mr. Hadfield, headmaster of the Berner Street School, 
to suow his appreciation of Jewish parents; while Mrs. Model, than whom 
ro nore sympathetic or ardent worker exists in our community, showed 
once more her imagivation aud true insignt by referring to the “ tremen- 


(ov + valuc of their (the immigrants) religious traditions and the simple . 


life they badled previousiy.” She, too, insiated that these care-commitics 
pe ole had no right to “break down the things held sacred by tho 
im:vigrants into this country.” 

Miss Montagu, who is to me a continual enigma of a high-minded, 
farcest, Jewish woman fatally leaning towards the mysticism of Heilenio 
Chr stlanity, spoke of immigrants who were “chastened by suffering, 
po .jed by sacrifice, and were among the most spiritual-minded in tho 
c mumunity.” Tots neo-Caristiaa view is intensely novel on the lips of a 
Jowish speaker, nor can I see how it squares with the members of the 
“L coral” Congregation to which Miss Moatagu belongs. For if it needs 
sniicring sacrifice—“The Cross” in other words—to purify and 
chisten psople before they become spiritua!-ininded, I fear neariy all the 
worshippers at Hill Street must, per contra, be horrible materialista. Or 
Sh0:\ we seo in the future on Sabbath morning: or afternoons, or perhaps 
on “the Lord's Day” itself, Jewish pilgrims with peas in their 
shocs and hatr shirt’ upos their backs wending their penible way up 
Upoor Baker Street, or, on festivals, towards the Wigmore Hall? Witbout 
Wishing to enter into the realms of prophecy, such a glimpse of the 
future is flashed across my mind by Miss Montagu’s pocaliar wording. 

Bat the plum of the proceedings must go to Mr. Basil Henriques for 
his utterance: “bis own foeling was that no foreign parent had a right 
to nave Children in this couatry unless he himself became educated in 
Evglish ideals." What exactly are English ideals, of course, no-one is 
bets r equipped to explain thau an ex-commander of atavk, But even 
supposing Mr. Henriques to be absolutely au fait with what he terms 
Luglsh ideals, what reagon has he forsuch astatement? Is not England 
head ofa great Eupire comprising many races, and has it not always 
becn the Kaglish ideal to preserve the cultuce of those races intact ?

“Wild Mischief-Makers.” 
MR. PAMSAY MACDONALD ON THE ANTI-ZIONIST PRESS CAMPAIGN, 


THE FUTURE OF PALESTINE, 
Mr. Ramsay MacDonald, lecturing on Palestine at Cowdenbeach on 


Tnesday, said that, rightly or wrongly, Great Britaia had contracted 
obligations in Palestine, but to attribute the cost of the army in that 
country to those obligations only was dishonesty. lt wasa Near East 
Army, and not a Palestine Army. 

Palestine, he said, must pay its own way, and:it would soon do so if 
it had a chance. The wild mischief-makers at home, who yelled for 
extravagince one day and yelled equally irrationally for economy tho 
next, were a great danger tothe honour and stability cf thelr country. 
To the Christian West Palestine was au alluring pinco,’ and:to the public 
men who had a firm grip on near East politica it had an importance that 
could not easily be overrated. The Jewish immigrants were largely 
idealists —men and women in whose minds was the vision of a new 
Jerusalem and a revived Israel. Thus one found engaged in road-making, 
in draiaage of swamps, in reclamation of wastes, men and women of 
uaiversity and college distinction working like day labourers and seeing 
in thcie toil the honour of their race. Attempts were bcing made to 
create difliculties between Jews and Arabs, but, with wise handling, those 
difficulties, largely artificial, would bo successfully overcome.

STATEMENT OF INCOME. 


According to the report submitted to the Actions Committee by the 
Keren Hayesod Head Offices, the total income of the Koren Hayesod by 
December, 1922, reached the £572,904. Thissum is distributed 
between 48 countries in which the Keren Layesod activities had been 
carried on. The contributions of countries which vave most to the Keren 
Hayesod were as follows: United States of America £457,753, Canada 
£46,259, South Africa £24,765, Poland £23,902, Germany £17,246, England 
£16,388, Argeutina £15,563, Czecho- Slovakia £14,954, Russian Ukrainian 
Merzak £10,954, Hclland £8,229, Bessarabia £9,018, Buigaria £5,348. 
Sums ranging from about £4,000 to £2,090 were received froin Lithuania, 
Brazil, Kumania, Jugoslavia, Be'gium, Last Galicia, and Mesopotamia.

Dr. Myers having delivered his lecture, which has been previonsly 
reported in the Jewish Chronicle, tho CHAIRMAN expressed his persona! 
thanks to Dr, Myers, and said that to him the basic foundations of 
Zionism wero pride in our Jewish ancestors and their historic achieve. 
ments, and the instloct of self-preservation, the desire and will to live so 
that our ancestors might not have suffered and died in vain, and that the 
traditions and ideals of Judaism might not perish through absorption. 
There were, no doubt, other characteristics in their mentality which 
separated Jews into different classes, but he snggested that the two 
principles which he had mentioned were deepoar and more firmly fixed. 

The Rev. 8. Gross, B.A., moved a vote of thanks to Dr. Myers. Dr, 
Eder, when asked how it was that Judge Brandeis, when money was 
neoded, would not give the money, replied that Brandeis was onlya head 
4 ouist and not a heart Zionist. He (Mr. Gross) would like Dr. Myers to 
explain if it were not: possible to have head Zionists, people who had 
been led to the Movement by thinking over the matter. 

Councillor H. 8. BARON seconded the motion. With regard to the 
question of Zionism and anti-Zionisin, there was, he said, a good deai cf 
materialism mixed up with the sni ject, in the sense that people became 
Zionists or anti-Zionists according to their particular circumstances. 

Mr. A. WECHSLER, B.5c., said that the subject under discussion was 
a purely scientific one, and it was not fair to use the occasion for 
perorations on Zionism or anti-Zionisww. They were concerned in trying 
to discover the underiying forces. 

Messrs. JACQUES COHEN, DRAYSIN, and others, also took part in the 
discussion. 

Dr. MYER?, in acknowledging the vote of thanks, said that the discus. 
sion had stimulated him extremely, and bad set him thinking quite as 
much as, if not more than thoy might have been set thinking by what he 
bad said.

A Question for Dr. Weizmann. 


From Mir. J. Kann. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


§in,—At a meeting just before he left Jerusalom, Dr. Weizmann, last 
month, deciared that Zionists wou!d ba prapared to co-operate with other 
Jews, on condition that they would take part of the burdens upon thcit 
shoulders. “We ask not only fineucial, but also moral co-operation.” 
And in Paris Dr. Weizmann complained of the failure of the Ziouisis, 
through Jack of energy, to collect large sums for the Foundation Fund 
(he meant, I assume, the Keren Hayesod). 

Wo wust take it for granted that De. Weizmann is seriously concerned 
about co-operation with non-Zionista, and that his complaint in Paris 
demonstrates that such oo-operstion is highly meccssary. But then he 
should not suggest burdening other people, and should not ask for their 
financial and moral sunport, without at the samo time offering them 
something in 

The position is really far from being’satisfactory. Delegates of the 
Keren Hayesod the whole world over are explaining the Jewish spirit of 
sacrifice for Palestine. Very large amounts are actually betug paid, but 
the Zionist Orgamisation bas not succeeded in creating an adequato 
couuter-value with this money. Dr. Weizmaen must have realised that 
things cannot continue im this way. And be nmst be asking himecif 
whether the institution of the Keren Hayerod is indeed the way to 
guarantee the rebuilding of Palestine. 

Iias Dr. Weizmann, and have his colleagues in the Zionist Executive, 
never thought of organising the co-operation with non-Zionists in such @ 
way that in regard to each concrete aim or undertaking propaganda may 
be done by the Zionists, but that the fuoancial control shall be left to those 
who are experienced in dealing with @aancial and econemic matters ? 

Would not this be the best modus of co-operation? Perhaps this w.1s 
theoretically intended when the Keren Hayesod wes formed; but id 
certainly was not carried out in practice. sinco propaganda and sober 
financial polities cannot be com bined in ome body.

'' And Israel beheld Joseph's sons, and said, Who are these? And Josey) 
said wnto his father, they are my sons, whom God hath g:ven me in iis 
place. And he said, Bring them, I pray thee, unto me and I wiil bless 
them” (Genesis 48, S—-9).—We rvach the last scene in the life of the 
Patriarch Jacob. He lay prostrate on a bed of sickuess from which he 
was never to rise again. He knew that the end was drawing near, 
Gathering up his remaining strength the patriarch prepared to take Icayvo 
of his sons, aod particularily of his favourite eon, Joseph, who on hearing 
of his father’s condition hurried to his bedside, accompanied by his two 
fons, Ephraim and Manasseh. Jacob spoke to Joseph bub appeared to 
take no notice of his grandchildren. Though seeing them, he knew them 
not. He didnotseem to recognisethem. They were somewhat 4) fercat, 
They looked so thorenghly Egyptian YOO “The Holy 
Spirit departed from the house at their advent” Ee therefore asked; 
“ Who are these? 73727 PIRI PY OPK IY Whence come 
Buch as these, who are unfitted to have my blessing upon them?” = And 
Joseph explained the anomaly: “They are my sone, whom 
God hath given me in this piace.” They were born in Egypt, 
brought up and trained in Egyptian environment; educated in and 
imbued with the spirit of Egypt. Hence there was so littio Hebrew 
about them. They were so different from the ancient Isracl. There 
was Such a distauce between the young people and their grandfather 
“He was uaable to see them”—bke could not discern 
them, for the 7273! was not on them. No wonder that Jacob was 
surprised at the new generation, and he asked 778 “-, “ Who are there?” 

And what happened to Israel of old is continually repeating iteclt 
in modern Israel. Tho old drama of the three generations, Jacob, 
Joseph, and his sons, is being repeatedly enacted in every mudern Jewish 
famiiy. There is the grandfather, the old-fashioned Jew, loyal to the 
ancient traditions, living that peculiar Jewish life which has preserved 
13 to this day and being conscious of his Judaism, of b ing but a limb of 
the great Jewish body. His son, who was brought up in a thoroughly 
Jewish home and had a sound Jewish education, his father sparing 
nothing to imbue him with love and reverence for everything Jewish, 
yields gradually to the a'ilurements of modern life. It is teue, he 
accommodates himself to his environments, he surrenders some of the 
rigidity of bis father, but he isa thoroughJew. By reason of old asaocia- 
tions, long usages, which cannot 80 easily be eradicated, and for the sao 
of propriety, he still retains the principal features of a Jewish life. The 
father, perhaps not quite contented with the new conditions, still 
recognises his son. I.iher and son, as yet, understand each otber, Lhe 
link, though weakening, is not yet broken. 

How different, however, is the case of the grandson, the third 
generation. The grandfather can no more recoguise his grandson. They 
are prggtically strangers, they have very littic in common. There is a 
wido gap between the two generations. They can ne more understand 
each other. The grandfather, and in many cases even the father, stands 
aghast at the great guif, which divides him from his children, and 
bewiideringly he asks: “78% 'D “Whoare these?” Are these the descen- 
dants of those ancestors who gave their very lives for the preservation of 
their traditions? APR What could have cau-ed them to drift 
away from the old moorings, to depart from the way of their fathers? 

The auswer is not far to seek. They were bora in this place. They 
were brought upin an un-Jewish atwosphere, and practicaily nothing is 
beiug done to counteract the un-Jewish infiueuoe cf their environment. 
They are even encoureg d to imbibe ideas and teachings directly 
antagonistic to Jewish ideals. The fathers not only take no pains 
to familtarise their children with Jewish literature, but do their very best 
to alienate them from Jewish culture. 

The modern parents are painstaking in giving their sons a first-class 
education, they havo them taught everyting—except Hebrew. Here they 
become niggardiy aud content themselves with the crumbs that their 
chiidren may pick up at odd intervals, or at best engage for thi m a teacher, 
who in most cares has himself yet to learn, for an hour or twoia a weck. 
How many fathers see to it that their children, after leaving school, 
should continue the littio of their Hebrew studies or attend lectures on 


Jewish subjects? How meny Jewish children can boast a knowledge of ° 


the Prophets, let alone post-Biblical literature? How then can we wonder 
that the grandchildren are perfect strangers to old Israci? Indeed, they 
inbabit a world utterly different from that of their ancestors. Israel is of 
no interest to his modern descendants—they do not know him. They, 
perbaps honestly, believe that Israel is too old, out of touch with their 
modern life, that his eyes are dim, unable to discern the requirements, 

he demands of the new age, that he cannot eccommodate himself to the 
spirit of modernism which animates the present generation, Judaism, 
they believe, is too antiquated, enervated, aud the young, eager for life 
and action, Cannot be expected to be tied up to the death-bed of an out of 
date srcestor. 

We do not wonder at their belief, since we must admit that they were 
not taught differently. How can they realise that Israel grows old and 
feebic when forsaken by bis children, abandoned by his sons, who, like 
Joseph, could be good Jews, who are fvee to practise their Judaism ua- 
hampered and undisturbed. When Joseph comes to bis father, when the 
modern Jew returas to his ancient ancestor larael becomes 
strong and young again, Judaism becomes rejuvenated, invigorated with 
new life, animated with fresh energy and even to a greater degree when 
he brings his own children to the old father, then O38 apy? anerm 
Jacob's spirit—for expansion and enlargement—wou!ld come to Hfe 

“And,” he said, “Bring them I pray thee, unto me and I will bless 
them.” And this prayer goes out to al) fathers and mothers in Jewry: 
Being your children back to your o!d father! Fill the gap, which your 
indifference created betwoen yonr ancestors and your offspring. Intro 
duce them to each other, so that they become acquainted with each 
other. Make your children proud of their ancestors, Tell them who 
Isracl was, who Israel is, what part ho played in the world’s history, 
and what he may yet to do in the future ; what and what for he suffered, 
what he had done for yourselves andfor mankind. Remove tho causes ol 
estrangement. The fact must not be lost sight of that decadence in Judaism 
synchronises with the decrease of Jewish knowledge. Hence, if there is 
a true desire to save Judaism from disintegration the means for imparting 
a knowledge of Hebrew and Hebrew literature must be increased. 
there is a desire on the part of parents that their offspring should not 
become strangers to all that is Jewish and therefore sacred to us, the2 
they must not rest satisfied with present conditions of Hebrew education. 
Manifest a will for a higher standard of Hebrew knowledgein your schools 
and in your Talmud Torahs and Yeshiboth. Do away with simulation. 
If you wish your children to remain Jowm live yoursclucs as Jews, Bring 
them into close contact with old hiutochtat Israel, to know him, to under 
stand him, to feel for aiid with him, and they will respect and love bi 
and in him and through him they will be blest.

Prize Distribution. 


Brondesbury Synagogue Classes. 


Dr. A, C.B.E., presided last Sunday at phe distributiog 
of prizes to the pupils attending the Religion Classes. 

Mr. ALBERT I. Myers (Chairman of the Classes Committee) extended 
& wWolcome to Dr. and Mrs. Eichholz who, he said, were well-known for 
their work on behalf of the community. 


A report of the work of tho Classes (read by Mr. M. DAVIDSON, the 
Superintendent) states: 


Steady and continuous progress has been maintained. The classes moet 
thrice weekly and there are 90 pupilson the ro!l. The svyllabr3 of work has 
been well covered in each since, and the progress shown has come well up to 
expectation. This improvement has beon greater since the erection of the now 
Classrooms, which have proved a boon to both teachers and pupils. A Singor 
Momoriai Prize has been won and a senior prize was also secured at ths 
examination held under the auspicea of the Union of Hebrew and Religion 
Classes. The Barmitzvah Class has been very successful. The extension of the 
work of this class has now been established. During the year the pupils hava 
contribated liberally towards the following charities: The Willesden Cottage 
Hospital, Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, and the Save the Children Fuad. 
The tone and discipline pervading the Classes is excellent, and the attendance of 
the papils was just short of 90 per cent: The report concludes with an 
&ppreciation of the valuable assistance rendered by Dayan Lazarus and the 
teaching staff. 

ihe CHAIRMAN said that it was gratifying to hear the satisfactory 
report of the work doue at the Classes. It was no more and no less what 
one would expect from Broudesbury, which was a great teaching centro. 


The classes were bow properly equipped, and were a credit to the Com. 
mittes. He remembered the days when there were 200 pupils on the rol! 
at Brondesbury ; now there were only 90. The cause of the decreags was 
probably due to the fact that a Talmud Torah and a Cheder had beeu 
established in the district, and that there was also a great deal of private 
teaching. He would urge upon the Committee to pursue their 
efforts, aud to sce that no child in touch with tho synagogue was 
without religious instruction. Brondesbury had aiways been oa piliar 
and au example of Jewish religious education in the metropolis, 
and the interest and enthusiasm of their worthy minister had been tho 
cause of much of its success. So long as the Classes were under the 
supervision of Dayan Lazarus there need be no fear. To show how keen 
the Jewish community were to provide adequate religious education for 
their children, the members of the United Synagogue contributcd £5,009 
per annum for the use of the Union of Hebrew aud Religion Classes. He 
considered that the Jewish community was in a healthy condition at the 
moment regarding religious education. Their children were the inheritance 
of a great royalty; they were the young princes and princesses who 
became the kings and yueens of right doing and merciful dealing. After 
referring to the aims of the Jowish War Memorial, Dr. Lich:hola 
said that he was especially gratified to know that the minds of the pupils 
had been directed towards charitable effort, irrespective of creod, The 
Barmitzvah Class was an excellent institution, and he would like tos 
the Continuation Class resuscitated. 
Mra. Eichholz distributed the prizes.

Mr. M. Davipson, in responding, thanked Dayan Lazarus for bia 
valuable advice and assistance.

Executive, 
The Burial Scheme. 


A well-attended meeting of Friend!y Societies was held at Camper 
down House on Suaday, under the Chairmanship of Sir Stuart M. Samuel, 
Jart., When the scheme of burial facilities cntered into between the 
United Synagogue and tho Association was fully explained. 

Sir STUART SAMUEL sald the question had been taken up by the 
Association in response to a suggestion thata larga number of Friendly 
Society members did not bolong to synagogues anid had inade no provi- 
sion for burial for themselves and their families. They did not intend 
to take members away from synagogues, and the scheme was in no way 
in opposition to any existing authority which provided burial facilitios, 


They had been called together to consider whether there was a demand, 


and ho expressed his satisfaction with the size of the gathering. It was 
a great hardship fora family when a large sum was taken away to mecd 
» misfortune, and it was well to provides against the day which 
must come soocncr or later. The United Synagogue had recognised 
their public duty and had met the Association iu a handsome spirit. 
it was his beef that the scheme would redace the numbor of charity 
funorals. It fostered the spirit of seif-reliance, Tho mombers in addition 
to making that necessary provision would be contributiag to the general 
communal purposes of the United Syuagogue. It would not be fair toask 
the members of the United Synagogue to undertake the whole burden, 
and he was propared to adwit the justice of a Friendly Society contribu- 
tion for that purpose. He heartily commended the schome. (Cheers.) 
Mossrs. B. 8. Straus, J.P., M. Cash, and M. Levy also spoke.

Insurance Claims Resisted.

A Bogus Burglary Successfully Alleged. 


In the King’s Bench Division, last week, Mr. Justice Branson 
concluded the hearing of the case, Harris and wife vy. Arthur Lloyd 
Sturgs, and Piorence Harris v. E.gle, Star and British Dominions 
Insurance Company, Ltd. Tho case arose out of the alleged loss of a con- 
siderable quantity of jowellery and clothing and damage to furniture said to 
have been caused by a burglary, which, it was stated, took place at 140, 
Alexandra ltoad, Southead, the residence of Mr. and Mrs. L. Harris, on 
May 10th, i921. There were two claims in the case, In the first Mr. and 
Mrs. Harris claimed against Mr. Sturge for £122 for tho loss of a number 
of articles of jewellery, and in the second Mrs, Harris alone claimad 
against the Insurance Company for £775 for loss of clothing, 
aud damage to furniture. Mr. Harris is a member of the firm of 
Harris and Co., Wilson Street, Finsbury, Fire and Burglary 
Assessors and Surveyors, with beanches in Liverpool, Manchester, and 
Leeds. Mr. Harold Morris, K.C., in opening the case for tho plaintiffs, 
explained that the claim against Mr. Sturge was uadera policy covering 
tho jewellery, whi'e that against the Company was under a pdilicy covering 
furniture and household effects. The defence was the same in both cases, 
lt was denied by the defendants that thero had been any burglary at all, 
Thore were also other grounds of defence. Mr, F. T. Barrington-Ward, 
K.C., for the defence, remarked: “The serious point in the case is that 
thore was bo burglary atall, and I ain going to fight on that alone.” 

A number of witnesses were called on both sides, one of the witno3ses 
for the plaintiffs being Mrs, Kayo (Mrs. Harris’ mother), of Park Road, 
Houthend, who explained that ber real name was Kaliski, bat for over 
thirty years she had been known as Kaye. Her husband, she said, was 
Genera! Secretary of the Philpot Street Synagogae, Commercial Roza. 

Mr. Justice Branson, in giving judgment dismissiug the claims, said: 
“Tho ciaim is for loss alleged to have been occasioned to the plaintif® by 
burglary. ‘The pleadings raise several defences, but before mo only one 
is relied upon, and that is that the claim is a bogus one, and that, in fact, 
no burglary took piace at all; either the plaintiff, or someone at hia 
instigation, so dealt with the houso as to pretend that it had been broken 
into. The caso is not altogether ax easy one, and has given me some 
anxiety because the issue is very serious indeed for Mr. Harris, for if he 
fails 16 is because the Court comes to the conclusion that he has put 
forward a bogus claim, and, naturally, a finding of fraud agalost him isa 
very serious matter forany man. Therefore I have considered the case 
with every dosire to fladin his favour ifI felt able to do so, bub upoa a con- 
sideration of the whole matter I have coo to the conclusion that the 

defence which is set up here ig justified, and that the plaintiff has failed 
to satisfy mo that thore was a burglary.” The learned judge then pro- 
cooded to state his reasons for coming to the conclusion ho did, and 
added: “I have formed my conclusion, and that is all I need sey. The 
result, therefore, is that tho action ia dlamissed with cozts.”

Musical cvents have crowded «9 thick and fas* that it is diMicult fey 
music-iovers to keep pace wilh them. Apart from the abunda: co of 
week-end recitals, there have been concerts of cxcepiional interest. [y 
regard to the former, the Albert I wi Sunday concert Was mado up of! a 
pogramme devoted to the two widely differing Composers, Strauss and 
EE gar, and it would be difficult for Sir Landen Rouald to have found two 
more vivid contrasts in wusical cc:mposition. Even the songs were 
chosen from the same composers and were tung by Miss Phyllis Lett. At 
Qacen’s Hall the programme was a strictly ciassical one devoted to 
Beethoven and Mozirt, the latter's Violin Concerto, No. 5, in A, beiag 
played by Miss Isoide Menges. 

The deceatralisation of concerts is steadily progressing, and the chief 
triu.uph has been scored in this direction by Mr, dolim Coates, whose 
coucerts at Chelsea Towu Liall have met with so much appreciation, 
though no more thaa they deserve.
